DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The Illinois R ep u h lirau Stale C onvention 
—ConiTuiiinic t'roieeiliiig». 
SPRIXGFIEIJ), M ay 21st.—The Republican 
Convention this morning appointed a solid 
U rant delegation to Chicago. 
Following are 
the delegates a t large : John A. Logan, É. A. 
Storrs, E. B. Ruum and D. T. Luther. 
'File Blaine men refused to vote when the 
previous question was called for the selection 
of the G rant delegates to Chicago, but it was 
carried, and a motion was then made for the 
nomination by the Committee on Delegates 
to Chicago of a á tate Central Committee. 
There was much opposition to this, as it 
m eant a solid G rant State Central Committee. 
The vote stood—ayes 274i, noes 252.1. 
Logan offered the following, which was 
adopted: 
Jlctolred, That General U. S. Grant is the choice 
of the Republican party of Illinois for the I’re.i- 
dency, and the delegates from this State arc in­ 
structed to use all honorable means to secure his 
nomination by the Clúeago Convention, and to vote 
as a unit for him, and the said delegates shall have 
power to fill all vacancies. 
Ou motion of A. if . Jones, the Chairman 
of the Convention was instructed to tele­ 
graph G rant th at Illinois stands by him with 
42 votes for President. 
The motion was carried, loud crie3 of 
“ No ” being heatd. 
St. Clair 
county 
presented a protest, 
stating th at it had appointed delegates to 
Chicago according to the conditions of the 
cali, and now they were set aside and others 
put. iu their stead. 
The delegates from the Third, Fourth. 
N inth. Thirteenth, Tenth, Fifth, Second and 
Sixth Districts concurred in the protest. 
Logan then offered the following, and sug­ 
gested th at it be the only platform : 
Resolved, That the Republicans of Illinois, in 
Convention assembled, declare that they will sup­ 
port the nominees of this Convention for State 
offices and the nominees of the Chicago Convention 
for President and Vice-President. 
The resolution was adopted by a rising vote 
amidst the greatest enthusiasm, th e vast body 
of delegates unanimously rising to their feet 
and cheering enthusiastically. 
A resolution directing the Secretary to 
notify the Republican Convention of A la­ 
bama th at Illinois sends forty two votes for 
G rant w:is offered, but was withdrawn ou ac­ 
count of great opposition. 
G ubernatorial candidates were then put in 
nomination, being Messrs. Cullom, Fort, 
Renaker, Hawley, Sm ith and Carr. 
The committee here reported the State 
Central Committee and Presidential Electors, 
and the list was adopted. 
The first ballot on Governor resulted : Cul­ 
lom 2194, Renaker 108J, H aw ley 96, Fort 87, 
Ridgeway 70. C an 55, Sm ith 51. 
Necessary 
to a choice, 347. 
The balloting continued w ithout milch 
change. 
Before the fourth ballot was an­ 
nounced the break began, aud a large number 
of changes were made to Cullom and R en­ 
aker. 
The former received two-thirds of the 
votes, and Cullom's nomination was made 
unanimous. 
H enry S. Dement was nominated for Sec­ 
retary of State. 
Edw ard K utz was nomi­ 
nated for Treasurer, and Jam es M cCartney 
for Attorney-t «eneral. 


REBELLION AGAINST LOG AN’8 AUTHORITY. 


C h ic a g o, M ay 21st.—The Triliune's Spring­ 
field special states th at ten of the Congres­ 
sional districts have entered their protest, and 
deny the right or authority of the Logan ele­ 
m ent in the Convention to throw out the 
anti-G rant delegafes, and th at these districts 
had previously chosen delegates who will 
take their appeal to the N ational Convention. 
Press Comments on the P residential Con* 
test. 
N ew Y o rk , M „y 21st.—The Tribune com­ 
ments 
thus on the Illinois Convention: 
G rant has won a victory in Illinois. 
T hat 
much m ust he conceded. 
Still it is \'ot a vic­ 
tory of a character greatly to encourage the 
advocates of his nomination or to discourage 
in the least the opitonents of the third-term 
scheme. 
H e has gained w hat was conceded 
to him from the start—what, in fact, it was 
absolutely necessary that he Bhould get in 
order to enter the race at Chicago. 
H e has, 
in short, carried his State, as Blaine, Sher­ 
man, Edm unds and W indom have carried 
theirs. 
A candidate who canüot secure his 
own State is sum m arily dropped from the 
list in obedience to a custom as old as the 
Presidential dictions. 
H is success, however, 
is of such a character and was won by such 
strenuous efforts from the jaw s of defeat, 
th at it shows his weakness rather than his 
strength. 
I t 
conspicuously exhibits 
the 
rapid degeneracy of his candidacy, which 
began w ith a boastful confidence of sweeping 
the country by a spontaneous outburst of 
popular feeling, and has now got to such 
a pass th at his supporters find cause for re- 
jo id n g in the fact that he has barely escaped 
rejection in his own State. 
The Times lumps the day’s business, and 
says : W ithout claiming anything from Col­ 
orado, the events of yesterday may fairly be 
expected to secure the sixteen votes of Louisi­ 
ana for G rant. 
As the conventions of the 
two last named States will close the series we 
shall consider it within the tru th to assume 
that G taut’s strength on the eve of the N a­ 
tional Gouventiou will not fall short of 350 
votes. 
As there are thirty-one delegates 
elected from various States who are without 
instructions or expressed preferences, and as 
in the rauks of nominal Edmunds. W ash­ 
burns and W indont (not to say Blaine and 
Sherman) delegates there are many of whom 
G rant is second choice, no political event can 
be much more certain than that G rantw ill be 
the nominee of the Republican party for 
President of the U nited States. 
T he Herald says: “ The Illinois Conven­ 
tion is the turning point of the preliminary 
Republican canvass. 
I t has been so obvious

Of course we do not mean by this th at no 
other citizen of the U nited States would 
make a good administration. 
B ut those who 
are tiest qualified refuse to run against him, 
declaring their opinion of h¡3 superior fitness. 
The practical choice will lie between him and 
bis immediate rivals, and in this restricted 


field we have no hesitation iu saying th a t he 
is the only fit candidate.”

Alabama Republican Slate Convention. 


S elm a, ?.Iay 21st.—T h e Republican State 
Convention passed, by a vote of 113 to 38, 
the following resolutions:

Resolved, That nil those who inay be hereafter 
declared elected os delegates to the Chicago Conven­ 
tion shall give a pledge to abide by the foregoirg 
resolution, and in the event of their failure todo so, 
then the majority of the delegates so pledged shall 
cast the whole vote of the State in the Convention. 
The Convention took a recess till 4 P. M. 
The proceedings up to this time have been 
storm y and exciting.

S e lm a, M ay 21st.—The Convention elected 
the following delegates at larg e:

Turner (white), B. S. Turner (colored), J . H. 
Thomaston (colored), G. H . Braxton (colored) 
—all strong G rant men. 
Exciting Tim e at Omaha The SnicKing 
W orks Strike. 
O m a h a, M ay 21st.—This morning a party 
of 105 colored men 
from 
Kansas City, 
Leavenworth ami St. Joseph arrived a t the 
(Jinahu Smelting W orks on a special train, 
and were marched into the works, to be em­ 
ployed in place of the white strikers who 
struck over two weeks ago for an advance of 
20 i>er cent. 
Twenty-five or thirty of the 
ci I red party were arm ed with guns aud re­ 
volvers. 
This flunk movement ou the part of 
the managers of the smelting worke was a 
complete surprise to the strikers, who at­ 
tem pted to stop the negroes from going in ; 
hut the negroes, with their arms, had the 
best of them, and entered w ithout a collision, 
as the white men were unarmed. 
G reat 
excitement followed all the morning. 
The 
strikers a t one time determined to seize the 
arms in the armories of m ilitia companies G 
and II and attack the negroes and drive them 
out, but this plau was abandoned and strat­ 
egy was resorted to. 
A committee from the 
strikers conferred with the negroes, and in­ 
formed them of the situation, and offered to 
pay their expenses ba< k to their homes if 
they would leave. 
A large m ajority voted 
to accept the proposition, and a finance com- 
m itte of tw enty was accordingly appointed 
to collect funds for this purpose. 
In the 
meantime the W orkingm en held a meeting 
aud listened to speeches, and during tde af­ 
ternoon another meeting of strikers and 
W orkingmen generally, including representa­ 
tives from the Union Pacific shops, was held. 
All the negroes were present in a body, hav­ 
ing withdrawn from the smelting works. 
They were enthusiastically received, and 
speeches were made. 
The Finance Commit­ 
tee reported a collection of nearly §400 to 
pay the expenses of transporting the negroes 
hack to their homes to-morrow. 
M ilitia 
companies G and II have been ordered on 
duty by the Governor. 
The W orkingmen, 
about 1,000 strorg, including the negroes and 
white strikers, paraded the streets this even­ 
ing, headed by a band of music.

O m a h a, M ay 21*t.—D uring the morning 
telegrams were sent to Governor Vance, and 
also to the W ar D epartm ent, stating the situ­ 
ation and asking for protection. 
Orders were 
received from Governor Vance, calling on 
m ilitia companies G and H to prepare torduty, 
and report to the M ayor; also an order for 
the W ahoo company, 20 strong, under Cap­ 
tain Copp, and Columbus company, 42 strong, 
under Captain Lawson, to take special trains 
for Omaha. 
The W ahoo company arrived at 
5:25 r. m. a t the smelting works, and expected 
to b e reinforced before m orning by 50 regu­ 
lars from F o rt Omaha, arrangem ents having 
been made through the W ar D epartm ent 
to th at end. 
Governor 
Vance came in 
on 
a 
special 
train. 
H e 
says 
the 
smelting works and company shall be protect­ 
ed at all hazards, anil law and order shall be 
m aintained at any cost. 
I t is quite likely 
th at the managers, under these assurances 
and under the protection of the troop6, will 
immediately put on another force of men and 
start up the works. 
They are determined 
never to yield, but to fight it out to the bit­ 
ter end, as an im portant principle is involved 
in the contest. 
Lieutenant-G overnor Cams, 
A djutant-G eneral Alexander and Attorney- 
General Dilworth have also arrived. 
Great 
excitem ent still prevails. 
The W orkingmen 
are holding another meeting to-night. 
B illing B ull In the Front Dure More. 
O t t a w a , M ay 21st.—A n evening paper 
says: A gentleman just airived in this city 
from Bow river, N. W . T ., by way of F ort 
M cLeed and F ort Benton, says th a t the In ­ 
dians of the M ilk river district are reported 
to be in a most deplorable condition aud lit­ 
erally starving, owing to a scarcity of game. 
The Sioux under Sitting B ull are holding the 
buttalo 
grounds, 
thus preventing 
tribes 
friendly to the whites on the north side of 
the line from procuring game, hence the want 
of food among the Crees, Bloods, Blackfeet 
and Viegans. 
The Sioux follow the buffalo 
into American territory in spite of the efforts 
of the mounted police to keep them on this 
side of the line, and commit depredations on 
American travelers over the plains. 
They 
desire the other tribes to join them and thus 
form a powerful alliance, holding it much 
better to die fighting than to starve to death. 
Their plan is said to be to plunder and rob 
the whites whenever possible. 
I t is thought 
th at they will be joined by the Crees and 
Bloods, in which case there will undoubtedly 
be trouble, bu t hostilities are likely to be lev­ 
eled only against the American settlements. 
Suit for th e Recover} o f J e w e l r y . 
N e w Y ork, M ay 21st.—A Poughkeepsie 
special say s: M orris Livingston, a well-to-do 
Israelite resident of Beaver City, U tah, has 
commenced suit against Rachael Rosenbaum, 
daughter of a wealthy tailor of Poughkeepsie, 
for a diamond ring, necklace and other val­ 
uable jewelry, presented to her last fall when 
she was his fiancee. 
Through some channel 
Rosenbaum, father of Rachael, discovered 
th at Livmgston had already been married to 
a W estern lady, and subsequently been di­ 
vorced. 
N ot being anxious to have that kind 
of a son-in-law, Rosenbaum wrote to Living­ 
ston and requested th at the engagement be 
term inated a t once. 
The engagement having 
been broken, Livingston claims th at it is only 
fair th at the jewelry should be returned to 
him. 
The case will be tried before the June, 
term of the Supreme C ourt iu this city. 
M eantime 
Livingston’s 
evidence will 
be 
taken by deposition in Beaver City, U tah. 
The outline of the defense is as follow s: 
W hile Livingston was here he was enter­ 
tained a t Rosenbaum’s residence. 
A ban­ 
quet, the cost of which was considerable, 
was given in his honor, and the iewelry re­ 
ferred to is held as an offset to the same. The 
case excites much interest iu Jew ish circles 
and society generally.

Sleep at Loma. 
I have been speaking about sunlight, and 
am led by this to refer to another and allied 
tonic, I mean night and hours of sleep. If 
it be good to make ail p.83il>le u=e of sun­ 
light, it is equally good to make as little 
use as pos ibleof artificial light. Artificial 
lights, so far, have been sources of waste, 
not only of material out of which they are 
made, but of the air ou which they burn. 
In the air of the close room the present 
commonly used lamps, candle», and gas­ 
lights rob tne air of a part of its vital con­ 
stituent, and supply in return products 
which are really injurious to lile, (¡aslight 
is in this respect most hurtful, but ihe 
others are bad when they are long kept iu 
one confined space. The fewer hours after 
dark that are spent iu artificial light the 
better; and this suggests, of itself, that 
within reasonable limits the sooner we go to 
rest after dark the better. We require in 
the cold season or winter, when the nights 
are long, much more of sleep than we do in 
apparatus would, of course, vary with the 1 t(,e ¡.utniner.

Answers to Correspondents, 
H o u sew ife. — Properly cooked corned 
j beef should be as tender as a roast, and 
almost as juicy. If it is liartl or tough the 
greater chances are that it is tiie rerult of 
bad boiling. That any boiled meat should 
I he tender, it ib necessary to renu mber teat 
the process must be slow. Difiei ent people 
have ma le such different interpretations o' 
the expression “ slow boiling,” that it will 
be well to be explicit. Most people think 
that if the whole surface of the water is in 
a state of slow ebullition, that is slow boil­ 
ing. For boiling meat, a great Fr, neb au­ 
thority gives this rule: The ebullition 
should only appear in one part of the sur­ 
face of the water, and there be only just 
visible. Thin is. however, distinct from 
stewiug, or simmer ng, which is yet slower, 
there being in that process no ebullition, 
but merely a sizzling on one side of the 
stew-pan*. Authorities differ as to whether 
meat should he put into hot or cold water : 
many hooks omit all direction on this sub­ 
ject. A good rule is to pinnge fresh or 
slightly Balt meat into boiling water, in 
order to retain the juices. For this reason 
put highly salted or soup meat into cold 
water, that the salt iu the one case, and 
the gravy in the other, may be drawn out. 
E mile.—To make cinnamon biscuits try 
this formula : Take well-risen bread dough, 
mix into it a little warmed butter, roll out 
about one-half inch thick, spread with 
butter, sprinkle thick with sugar and 
ground cinnamon, roll up about as large as 
a biscuit, cut from the end in pieces one 
and one-half inches iu length, set in bread 
pans, let rise, aud bake for tea. 
E dit h.—To remove freckles, take 10 
ounces lemon juice, one-quarter drachm 
borax, one-half drachm sugar. Mix well. 
Let it stand a few days in a bottle ; then 
rub on the face occasionally. 


RU3SIAN CUSTOMS. 
The Russians have some curious customs 
—for instance, their funerals. When a 
man dies, the priest comes and takes p"S- 
session of the room in which he lies. The 
room is darkened, and a number of candles 
lighted, the priest continuing to mutter 
his prayers until the funeral takes place. 
The body is carried to the church, where 
the relations come and take the hand of 
the deceased, asking pardon for any offense 
they have given him in life. A paper is 
put into his band, testifying that he was 
an honest man and a member of the Greek 
Church. When he is put into the ground, 
and the grave filled, food is placed near it 
for the purpose of propitiating the spirit. 
Drunkenness and disorder frequently pre­ 
vail at this ceremony. Their marriages 
are also singular. They are always in a 
church, at the door of which the priest 
meets the couple and kisses their 
bauds, at the same time giving them his 
benediction. They follow him to the al­ 
tar, and a crown, light, and generally made 
of silver, is placed upon their heads. This 
is called the marriage crown. He puts a 
wax taper in each of their hands, and reads 
a portion of Scripture ; a sweet and bitter 
drink, emblematical of the joys and sor­ 
rows of married life, is given to each. The 
whole service lasts about an hour, and ends 
by the bride and bridegroom, with all the 
spectators, following the priest around the 
altar three times. When a merchant gives 
a dinner, he and his wife stand behind the 
chairs of the guests and wait upon them, 
receiving the dishes from the servants and 
placing them upon the table. Every time 
one of the guests asks for more sweetening 
in his wine the merchant must march 
round the table, meet his wife and salute 
her. When a newly-married couple, this 
ceremony, from the frequency of its being 
required, often becomes fatiguing to the 
parties.

sauce ; add, very caretully, sufficient vine­ 
gar to reduce the mixture to a smooth, 
creamy consistency. 
G raham B read.—Three cups Graham 
fl >ur, two cups of wheat flour, two cups 
warm water, into which dissolve a half 
cake of compressed yeast, one teaspoonful 
of soda and a half cup of molasses. Beat 
well and allow it to rise all night. Next 
morning stir down and pour into pans and 
let it rise again (a spoonful of salt).—[M.

Corn M eal P cffets.—Four cups corn- 
meal, one enp wheat flour, one egg, butter 
size of a walnut, one-half teaspoon salt, 
three teaspoonfuls baking-powder ; mix 
with milk to make a thin batter, bake in 
gem pans or bread-pans in a quick oven. 
A tablespoonful of sugar or molasses may 
be added. 
Cocoanut Ca k e.—One cup sugar, one- 
half enp butter, whites of four eggs, two 
cups flour, flavor to taste, one teaspoonful 
baking-powder, one-half cup of sweet milk, 
yolks the same, making two layers of the 
whites and two of the yolks. Prepare the 
cocoanut as for other cocoanut cakes. 
V egetable So up. —One and a half 
pounds of beef to seven pints of water, 
one-half cupful of rice or barley, seasoned 
with salt and pepper ; put in a pot and 
boil steadily for two hours ; then add pars­ 
ley, one onion, two potatoes, one carrot, 
and tomato if you have i t ; if the water 
boils down you can add more hot water. 
M o la sses L dnch C ak e.— One cup of 
m olasses, half cup of butter sw eet drip­ 
pings, one cup of boiling water, iuto which 
put one teaspoonful of soda and flour 
enough to m ake a batter not too stiff; tea­ 
spoon of ginger and one of cloves.—[M. 
I dle W ild.— T w o cups of flour, one cup 
of Indian m eal, one teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar, half of soda, one cup of sugar, piece 
of butter the size of an egg, one coffee cup 
of m ilk or water, one or tw o e g g s; m ake 
stiff as cake.

THE OLD JESUIT CHURCH, 
San Xavier del Bac, situated in the midst 
of a plain, some eight miles from the city, 
which was a treat appreciated by all.

of the most important of the saints, 
while others had wrenched off fingers, etc., 
of the Virgin Mary, ail of which is much 
to be regretted, for however we may be 
impressed with religious matters, it is our 
bouuden duty to respect the belief and 
feelings of others. 
THE EXTENSIVE PLAIN, 
In the midst of .which stands the church, 
is made to produce pretty fair crops of 
grain by irrigation. W ater is led in canals 
from the Santa Cruz river, which led the 
writer to remark that poor as the country 
seemed agriculturally, it only needed water 
to make it pleasant; but a friend near by, 
not mnch impressed with the country, 


urged that the same might be said of hell. 
Tne business of Tuesou has ¡net eased won­ 
derfully, aud visitors are pouring in from 
all parts, but especially from Eastern cit­ 
ies.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GEN'RíL CJMriK- 
E...CE AT CINCINK- TL 


Cin c in n a t i, May 13, 1SS0. 
The Conference is now proceeding briskly 
with its business. The Committee on 
Episcopacy report dat Tuesday’s session in 
favor of electing four new Bio hops. The 
discussion on this report occupied about 
two hours, and was participated iu by 
nearly ail the representative men in the 
Conference. A minority report was pre­ 
sented, rigned by Drs. George, Curry, and 
twenty-two others, recommending the f lec­ 
tion of only three new Bishop?, and as the 
debate progressed General Fiake of N -w 
Jersey made an effort to substitute the 
minority report by the recommendation of 
himself and others that six be ejected. The 
substitute wa3 soon tabled, and on a rather 
close vote, on which the ayes and noes were 
called for, the report of the minority in 
favor of three was also adversely disposed 
of. Then followed the adaption, by an­ 
other close vote, of the majority report of 
the Committee on Episcopacy which calls 
for four Bishops. The next day, Wednes­ 
day, came 
THE TUG OF WAR 
Between the contending host3. To witness 
the interesting operation of Bishop-making, 
there had gathered in the Oj era House per­ 
haps the largest and most distinguished au­ 
dience that ever assembled there. Standing 
room was at a premium. On the stage 
were the nine B,'shops of tlieM. E. C’iuireh, 
thiee Bishops of the M . E. Church. 
South—Bisiiops Kavauaimh, Davgett and 
McTeyere; Revs. William Arthur and F. 
W, McDonald, the distinguished fraternal 
representatives of the British Wesleyan 
Church, and many others almost equally 
renowned in ecclesiastical o reics. Iu the 
body of the hall there must have been at 
least 700 ministers, for they had come from 
far and near, by railroad and by steamboat-, 
the attraction drawing them being the 
curiosity they felt to witness the modus 
operand* of converting common men into 
Bishops, though in a lew instances proba­ 
bly they had come to do a little log-rolling 
for their favorite candidates. Ti e voting 
was done by ballot, and to guard aguiu=t 
coufusiou aud mistake the following order 
was observed : The Secretary from the 
platform called the names of the Annual 
Conference dtlegations in alphabetical or­ 
der. 
Thus tne 
liamis of the in­ 
dividuals comprising the delegations were 
cailed, each man responding to his 
name by 
rising in 
hi3 place and 
depositing his ballot. Nominations b ing 
prohibited, the voting was apparently done 
in the dark, ami yet, so admirably had the 
“ machine” been operated, or so perfectly 
agreed were the brethren as to the litneis 
of these men, or something, that the elec­ 
tion of Drs. Warren, Foss and Hurst ou 
the first ballot was regarded by all as a 
foregone conclusion. Hence, when the re­ 
sult of the count was canvassed at the af­ 
ternoon session nobody was surprised, not 
even the gentlemtn themselves, for that 
they had expected to be elected is shown 
by the fact that they, with the existing 
Bishops of the chuicb, had sat for their 
portraits since coming to Conference, the 
whole gulaxy of dignitaries being 
PLACED ON EXHIBITION 
In the show-window of the Book Concern 
within an hour aiter the new Episcopates 
had been declared elected. Thus, seeming 
uncertainties are sometimes not so uncer­ 
tain atter all, and we occasionally know 
whither we are journeying even «lieu we 
are walking in the dark. These three hav­ 
ing been elected on the first ballot, those 
who had previously advocated the election 
of only three renewed their fight on this 
point, by moving that the taking of further 
ballots be indefinitely postponed. Once 
more the ayes and uocs were called for, 
aud the Conference derided to proceed with 
the election by about the same vote by 
which it adopted the majority report of tiie 
Committeeon Episcopacy. The problem imw 
was, “ Who shall be the fourth man ?” The 
ballot on which Drs. Warren, Foss and 
Hurst had been elected showed four dis­ 
tinguished gentlemen to have about an 
equal follow ing. These were Drs. E. O. 
Haven, J. M. Walden, C. H. Fowler and 
J. P. Newman. It was tolerably certain, 
therefore, that one of this distinguished 
quartet «ould carry- off the prize, and for 
many reasons it seemed probable to impar­ 
tial lookers-on that tiie happy man would 
be Dr. Walden of Cincinnati. His titne?s for 
the office was known to be above question, 
asa representative Western man. The Con­ 
ference having already elected three men 
from the East, it was felt by many that 
Dr. Walden had strong claims upon the 
honor. But the star of empire had evi­ 
dently taken its way Eastward ; and hence, 
when two ballots had been taken, the name 
of the fourth new Bishop was announced to 
be Dr. E. O. Haven of New York, a result, 
allow me to add, which is not regarded 
with entire satisfaction by the people iu 
these parts ; not, however, that any- objec­ 
tion in the world can be alleged against Dr. 
Haven, but simply because it is difficult 
for us to see the justice of an election of 
four men to this highest office in the 
church, in which complete indifference is 
shown to the claims of candidates of the 
western section of the work. 
IT IS INTERESTING 
To note how near the Bishops-elect came 
to receiving an equal number of votes. 
The vote was as follows : Dr. Warren, 
200; Dr. Haven, 250 ; Dr. Foss, 254 ; Dr. 
Hurst, 253 ; there being a difference of 
seven between the vote of the one who 
heads the list and 
that received 
by Dr. Hurst, who, viewed from this 
standpoint, occupies the bottom of the list. 
From the South there has come in numer­ 
ous memorials asking the Conference to 
elect a Bishop of Atncan descent. This 
matter is now in the hands of the sub- • 
Committee on Episcopacy. It is by no 
means certain the request will not be 
granted, for the colored delegates are very 
urgent in tbeir demands on this point, some 
of them goiDg so far as to say that to deny 
this request will be to drive many of the 
colored members of the M. E. Church into 
the fold of the African M. E. Church. 
The discussion of this subject was precip­ 
itated upon the Conference on Wednesday, 
just before the election took place. On 
that occasion Rev. Mr. Hammond, of the 
Lexington Conference, made a most elo­ 
quent appeal to the Church to be true to its 
traditions as the friend of the colored man 
by opening to him the doors of the episco­ 
pacy. He was replied to by Dr. Queal, of 
New York, and the matter was then ta­ 
bled for the time being. 
This (Thursday) morning the Conference 
elected two Corresponding Secretaries of 


the Missionary Society. The gentlemen 
thus honored were John M. Read, D. D., 
of Michigan, and Charles H. Fowler, D. 
D., of Chicago. For the past four years 
Dr. Fowler has been editor of the New 
York Christian Advocate, while Dr. Road 
has been long in the position to which he 
i a^ just beeu re-elected. The election of 
Dr. Fowler to this Secretaryship oj.ens the 
way for a big fight for the editorship of 
the Advocate between Drs. J. M. Buckley 
aud Daniel Curry, of New York. The 
Couftreuce has also re-electtd Dr. A. J. 
Kynett, of Iowa, to tiie position he has 
long aud ably filled, as Secretary of the 
Church Extension Society. There are now 
to be located fifteen editors, four book 
agents and several Secretaries of cbnrcu 
societies. 
The Educational Society, which met last 
week, petitions the General Conference to 
endeavor to create a large educational 
fund, to be held in trust for the relief and 
endowment of the church's institutions o: 
learning. 
The Ecumenical Committee decided to 
bold % Grand Methodist Ecumenical Coun­ 
cil at City Road Chapel, London, Eng., in 
August, ÍS81, to be composed of 200 dele­ 
gates for tlfis continent and 200 from Great 
Britain and the rest of the world. 
A word about the Bishops-elect. Henry 
W. Warren is pastor of the Spring Garden 
M. E. Church, Philadelphia; he has never 
been out of the pastorate. Cyras David 
Foss is the President of Wesleyan Uni­ 
versity-, Middletown, Conn., the institu­ 
tion from which he graduated in 18Ü4. 
John Foster Hurst is President of Drew 
T ieologicai Seminary. 1?. Haven is Chan­ 
cellor of Syracuse University-, New York. 
He is about (i0 years of age. The others 
arc considerably younger.

LETTER FROM Dit. PLATT—THE QUÍ» 
TI0N OP GOELESS SCHOOLS. 
E ds. Rkcord-Usion : In your recent no­ 
tice of my views upon the relation of educa­ 
tion to religion, having no authorized report 
of my speech before you, my- utterances are 
not given. Reporters give their own inter­ 
pretation of a speech, not the speech itself. 
They may catch the speaker’s points and ex- 
pre-sions, or they may not. Y u say: 
“ Surely it is a serious admission of weakness 
for any church to have to make, that it can 
not get people to accept its dogmas unless it 
is permitted to engrait them upon the mind 
before it is capable of forming any judgment 
concerning tiicir credibility or value. N 
such position has ever beeu taken with regard 
to scientific instruction.” This would ex­ 
clude religion from the minds of children and 
the unenlightened. Religión does it? best 
for the young and all it can for the old and 
mature. But if religious impressions are not 
made upon the young mind, it will scarcely 
be upon the old. .Science pertains to material 
phenomena, and the older the mind the bet­ 
ter; religion pertains to feelings and senti­ 
ment?, anti the younger the mind the better. 
Science has its verifications in observation 
aud experiment; religion has its strength iu 
faith and experience. IÍ iigiou received by 
the faith of the child will not, as a rule, be 
denied by its reason when a inan. Manners, 
affection-, sentiment? aud that which is best 
in man nsuit from early and continuous 
training. The lessons learned at a go (1 
mother’s knees give us more comfort iu life 
and nto-e aif. ct character than the drv con­ 
clusions of logic or science. 
You a?k again : “ H \v is it, thsu, that it 
should be thought so indispensable to fix re­ 
ligious ltelicfs iu the growing rniod before it 
has acquired the force of judgment requisite 
to weitli their merits?” Y u do not wait 
f .r such force of judgment to impiess upon 
the young mind the duty to be honest, tiuth- 
ful and pure. The true mother d- es not wait 
for a child to loe old enough to judge for it­ 
self before she seeks to lead it to love what is 
good, beautiful and true—to love father and 
mother, brothers and sisters. Religion in 
the young is love, trust and awe, apart from 
any judgment of the rtason, but which i? 
afterwards submitted to the reason. Newton 
believed in religion 1 efore he reasoned about 
its logical foundation. Science appeals only 
to the reason ; religion, first to the feelings. 
It is obvious, then, that the education 
of the feelings must be at an age 
when the feelings can be rightly educated 
Religion appoints a discipline of conduct 
that re.’son may approve, but which is dis­ 
tasteful to man preferring hi? own ways. 
Therefore the disciplines of life must begin 
in the youth, that they may be well-fixed 
habits to the man. Yon must distinguish be 
tween educating the intellect and training 
the moral habits. And while training the 
heart and the conscience, why not make 
education complete and include that of the 
intellect also ? Iam sore that you desire to 
get at the true forces of sociological science, 
but you fail, it seems to me, to accept the re 
ligious emotions as the most tremendous fac 
tms in the solution of the complex problem 
of civilization. If the State educates the 
head, it need not ueglect the heart. If it 
does, as too many, if not a majority of par­ 
ents do, they will have an educated but not a 
moralized citizen to deal with. The churches 
did iu the past, and will in the future, th. 
this educational work for the children of the 
world, if the State will surrender it. Let 
the churches, in addition to the arts and sci­ 
ences, teach sectarian woiship. B-tter that 
than atheism aud communism. Yrou may 
have smart citizens, but unless you have the 
good in majority, your government must 
break down as others have broken down be­ 
fore. There need be no conflict between re­ 
ligion aud science or the State. As the mat­ 
ter of education now stands, there is a practi­ 
cal discrimination against religion—it is ex­ 
cluded from a wort iti which it was once 
. taught. No one can see the way clear to an 
adjustment satisfactory to all; but cannot 
those who approve secular schools be content 
with mere primary schools, leaving higher 
education to private enterpriee aud the re­ 
spective churches. This is not altogether as 
I would have it, for the church ought to have 
access to children in their earlitst school days, 
and keep it. and in most cases would have it. 
The secular primary schools would be tqten to 
those who would have no other. Let no tax 
be levied for any school higher than primary, 
and take even these out of all political 
manipulation.

sion, so much so that owners of great 
loaded hand-carts, to be seen everywhere, 
sell large-sized squares of it for one sou. 
The quantity collected is enormous, aud 
one wonders if all Paris collectively will 
be able to consume it. 
Everybody eats a 
piece of gingerbread as though an impera­ 
tive duty, and uot only children are 
dragged through the crowd with their 
hands and motnhs full, but grown-up peo­ 
ple, refined and richly dressed men and 
women, move from one attraction to an­ 
other, laughingly munching a piece of the 
honeyed bread. 
This bread is not the 
same as our gingerbread, for instead 
of 
the 
molasses 
we 
use, 
honey is 
substituted, and though proclaimed as very 
healthful, it is less agreeable in taste. 
After all the gin.er-brcad seems to be 
merely an excuse for the sale of everything ' 
else under the sun, and particularly' for in­ 
dulging in every specit-B of amusement that 
has been invented up to the present day. 
The situation of this fete is ou the Place 
du Trone, or, as it was formerly called, 
Barriere du Trone, for from 1780 until 1500 
it formed the limit of the city, and it was 
there a tax was collected on different ob­ 
jects carried within. These houses, situated 
at all the gates of PariB, are called 


OCTROI HOUSES. 
The Place du Trone is a circular space 
planted with trees. 
The Jacobins used it 
as a supplementary place of execution. 
Just beyond it are two lofty Doric columns. 
Above the bases are colossal figures in bas- 
relief ; those facing the outer boulevard 
represent Peace and Victory ; those on the 
other side, Industry and Justice. 
Wind­ 
ing staircases lead to gallerie.3 crowning 
the ca; itals, on each of which is an 
acroterium supporting a colossal bronze 
statue ; 
one 
representing 
St. 
Louis, 
the other Philip Augustus. 
A throne 
wa3 erected here, on which Louis XIV. 
received the homage of the city, on his 
triumphal entry August 2G, 1GG0, whence 
its name. 
The fete extends beyond these 
columns at one end and at the other end 
into the Faubourg St. Autoine as far as the 
Bastile, aud into the boulevard Voltaire as 
far as the Chateau d’ Eau. 
One half of 
Taris seems occupied in amusing the other 
half, whose chief occupation is to be 
amused. 
The means and opportunity are 
not wanting, for the efforts'c-yerciscd by the 
owners of the shows and baraques to 
entice the audience to “ walk in ” are so 
tremendous that they seem to entirely ex­ 
haust themselves ou the outside. 
Every 
show has its brass or string bands which 
constantly play popular airs to draw the 
crowd. 
Those which have not music re­ 
sort to bells and gongs, and as these estab­ 
lishments all but touch each other, the din, 
the noise anil the little harmony may' be 
imagined. 
The bells, gongs and horns 
cease eniy to be followed by the loud voices 
of 
screeching men and 
women hired 
for the occasion 
and 
whose business 
it is to harangue the crowd. 
Iu the 
meantime 
the 
clowns 
perform 
antics 
os the platform of the eutrauce; the 
actresses, all in very short dresBes of very 
bright colors and trimmed with gaudy 
tinsel, promenade up and down ; monkeys 
on horseback, dressed as Generals, ma­ 
liciously eye the small boys eating ginger­ 
bread ; the dwarfs, in little pigeon-houses, 
are brought out on a high stand where 
they thrust their small hands out of a very 
small window of their prison and answer 
questions for the edification of the crowd, 
while men, mounting ladders, extend to 
the breeze yardB of mu-lin forming the 
chemise of some lady giant. 
Some of the 
managers, as though sufficient noise were 
not made, shoot off pistols. 
WHAT n o is e, w h a t o o sru sio N , 
W hat animation I There are wax-works 
of which the principal figures are outside. 
There are the greatest beauties in the world 
to be seen, whose portraits, life-size painted 
in oil, are exposed on the walls of the 
building. 
Then there are the num­ 
erous 
fortune-tellers, 
all 
daik, 
of 
Bohemian type. 
They now call them­ 
selves sonambulists, although their man 
ner of imparting the secrets of the future do 
not differ for all that. 
Their information is 
given through a long tin horn, the small eud 
of which is placed to the mouth of the 
oracle while the other rests against the 
ear of the questioner of future events. The 
majority ot these last are soldiers who have 
but lately arrived from their country 
homes, and their expressive and pleased 
countenances testify to th tir joy on learn­ 
ing of the fidelity of their sweethearts. 
These establishments are all small houses 
ou wheels, for in true gypsy fashion they 
move all the year from place to place. Be­ 
fore the door are spread large painted can­ 
vases informing the public, in bad French, 
Latin and Greek, that since the tender age 
of six they have been possessed of this 
wonderful power of sonambulism. 
All the 
advertRsmeatg are identical, that it ia easy 


to believe some industry exists which occu­ 
pies itself specially with such matters, as 
is the case with advertisements carried 
around by blind persons. 
There is a ¡dace 
iu Paris where these cards are printed with 
all sorts of designs and inscriptions. 
The 
cause of blindness is explained often by 
colored engravings representing a man fall­ 
ing from a building, or saving a child from 
tlie flaints, or other equally disastrous cir­ 
cumstances. 
The 
blind 
person on pur­ 
chasing one of 
these 
cards, has 
the 
inscription 
read 
to him, 
and 
he 
chooses that which he thiuks will be most 
apt to excito sympathy, disregarilless as to 
the truth whether or not he lost his sight in 
the manner described, and as to whether 
he really is a widower with seven children. 


ALL THESE SHOWS 
And baraques are covered with painted 
canvases, whose life-size figures, placed in 
peculiar and often unaccountable circum­ 
stances, have no connection whatever with 
the subjects treated within. 
L'enfer seems 
to be the favorite theme, and the little 
devils dancing around the tire are calcu­ 
lated to inspire a recklessness of conduct 
which must have a serious effect on the 
purse. 
Death is the next important sub­ 
ject treated by these artists who revel so 
freely in paint. 
This personage is seen 
dancing familiarly with the doctor, appears 
everywhere he Í3 not wanted, and disguised 
as a (/anon de restaurant, carries cham­ 
pagne to reckless youths in search of pleas­ 
ure. 
The consequence is that the ears and 
eyes are bewildered, and one is apt to 
W'ander round and round this labyrinth of 
shows and shops before he is able to find an 
exit. 
It would be impossible to enumerate 
all the different amusements to which all 
take to with the keen delight of children. 
One of the favorite games is the massacre 
des innocents. 
Some hundred dolls with 
comic pasteboard faces are fastened at the 
waist along a cord ; they are dressed in all 
the different costumes of a fancy-dress 
ball. 
The game consists in striking these 
creatures on the head with a ball and turn­ 
ing them over from a perpendicular to a 
horizontal position. 
One pays five sous 
for so many shots, but if a certain num­ 
ber of the innocents are massacred the 
massacrer is entitled to a piece of ginger­ 
bread, or a glass sugar-bowl, just as 
it may happen. 
Another favorite amuse­ 
ment is the liberating of Guignon. 
Gnig- 
non is a very ugl> little old man, impris­ 
oned in a box high up in the air, and in 
order to liberate him the would-be liber­ 
ator is obliged to strike a spring on a box 
below with a great wooden hammer, when 
a weight which runs up scales marks the 
force used. 
When GuigDon jumps out of 
his box the crowd applauds, and his lib­ 
erator is decorated with an 
immense 
rosette composed of the national colors, 
and during the day young men may 
be seeu covered with these prizes, which 
they exhibit with unconcealed pride. 
But 
that which meets with the greatest success 
are the chevaux de bois. 
This is assuredly 
the most popular amusement throughout 
France, not only for children, but grown-up 
people, even to grandmothers and grand­ 
fathers. 
The delight these good people 
experience seated ou wooden horses and 
whirled round and round is astonishing, 
and to me incomprehensible. 
It would be 
impossible to state the number of these 
machines, varying more or less in price and 
decorations. 
Some are turned by hand- 
power, others by one, tw'o or three horses, 
aud for the fbst time there is this year one 
TURNED BY STEAM. 
This is perhaps the largest ever construct­ 
ed. 
The center is composed of solid mir­ 
rors ; the horses, instead of docile steeds, 
are magnificent chargers, with feet in the 
air in an attitude of impatience, and are of 
life size. 
A very good band plays during 
the w hile it is in motion, and when stopped 
au organ begins. 
The price is two sous 
for two minutes, and an immense crowd is 
constantly waiting its turn. According to 
calculation the owner of this machine dur­ 
ing fete days must clear about fifty 
dollars a day, indeed it is a very lucrative 
business. 
In fact, all the shows prosper. 
There is Corvi, known to every one of three 
generations, who exhibits trained animals, 
and particularly monkeys, and who is im­ 
mensely rich ; in spite of his seventy odd 
years he does not retire from business, hut 
continues to exhibit his trained dogs and 
¡^oats. 
His exhibition ia the dearest, for 
first places cost 30 cents. 
The other 
shows do not exceed 12 or 15 cents as price 
of entrance, aud the fee of the majority 
is four sous. 
As may be seen, 
one 
can go the rounds wi bout being ruined, 
but it may be imagined the extended pop­ 
ularity of such entertainments for the di­ 
rectors to grow rich at that price. 
When 
this fete is over there follows the fete of 
Neuilly, and after comes that of St. Cloud, 
which finishes the fetes of the year, aud at 
which are found the same amusements and 
the same crowd. 
There was sold yesterday at the Hotel 
Drouot, or Hotel de Vente, the correspond­ 
ence of the famous actresses Dejazet aud 
Rachel. 
It seems they both loved the 
same man, and as their early education, 
particularly that of Rachel, was not cal­ 
culated to develop much refinement, the 
language of these celebrated women on 
that occasion must be, as the French say, 
“ (Juelque chose de propre." 
Val. 


others returned to Gold Canyon and re* 
sumed prospecting. 
Kelly and Orr went 
up the canyon until a little fork was 
reached, when work was began. 
The 
party Lad few tools, and Orr had nothing 
hut a butcher-knife. 
While Kelly was 
working, Orr noticed a very narrow place 
at the fork, where the water barely covered 
a slab of slate rock. 
Idly he examined it, 
and noticing a small crevice near the edge, 
drove the butcher-knife into it, breaking 
out a piece. 
The water running over it 
washed away the underlying dirt, and in a 
few seconds Orr discovered a golden nug­ 
get where the rock had covered. 
It w as 
quickly removed and afterwards found to 
weigh $S 25. 
This was on the 1st of June, 
1850, nearly thirty years ago. Prospecting 
was continued, and though gold dust was 
found iu several places throughout the 
canyon, Orr s was the only nugget found. 
The party lacked tools and provisions, and 
being bent ou reaching California, aban­ 
doned the canyon and arrived at Leek 
Springs July 4, 1S50. 
Orr offered the 
nugget to Kelly, who refused to accept it, 
and as it was the first piece of gold he ever 
dug, Orr, for a few years kept it as a 
souvenir on that account. 
Of late years 
inquiry as to the first discovery of gold in 
Nevada, and the settlement of the discov­ 
ery upon Mr. Orr and his nngget, have 
induced him to state that the nugget is 
not for sale, nor will it be donated to any 
museum. 
He has four grown sons, and 
will keep it for them, to be passed down 
as au heirloom. 
Mr. Lord writes that trie 
survey in their contemplated work will 
acknowledge the first discovery a3 stated 
above.

KEVADA’S 
FIRST 
NUGGET. 


How Hor First Fiece of Gold was Dag Out 
With a Enteher-Kmfe. 
An interesting correspondence has lately 
passed between Eliot Lord, of the United 
btates Geologic Survey, ami John Orr, the 
first discoverer of gold in the State of 
Nevada. 
Under the supervision of the 
Director of the Geologic Survey, a history 
of the Comstock discovery aud mining de­ 
velopments on the cast slope of N t vat la is 
being prepared. 
Mr. Orr, at present re­ 
siding at Duncan’s Mills, láonoma county, 
has in his possession the first gold nugget 
known to have been found in Nevada, and 
tho inquiries of Mr. Lord have been in re­ 
lation to the circumstances of its discovery, 
and the possibility of securing it from Mr. 
Orr, by donation or purchase, for the col­ 
lection of minerals in the National Museum, 
at Washington. 
In conversation with Mr. 
Orr, a day or two ago, he stated the facts 
relating to the discovery. 
He stai ted w itli 
a large train to come across the plains in 
1849. 
Unusually severe weather was en­ 
countered, the roads were bad and they 
were compelled to spend the winter at 
Salt Lake. 
He left for California on the 
first wagon train from Salt Lake in the 
spring of 1S50. bnt the desert was uot 
cross d until the last of May, because of 
high waters, and the fact that their road 
had to be cut through the snow until the 
Humboldt was reached. 0 ¡r had a partner 
named Nick Kelly, after whom Kelly’s 
Ravine is named, and in the company was 
also one William Prouse, now living in 
Nurb City, about forty miles southeast of 
Salt Lake. 
Prouse had worked in mines 
in this State, before gold was discovered 
in Coloma, and was a good prospector. 
One early day in May, 1S50, the train 
stopped on the edge of what is now known 
as Gold Canyon, near the Carson River, to 
let the animals feed on some bunch grass 
found growing amongst the sage brush. 
Prouse at noontime took a milk-pan, and 
going down to the gulch, began washing 
dirt, in a few minutes getting color to the 
value of a few cents. 
Orr then named the 
place Gold Canyon, which name it still re­ 
tains. 
Orr was keeping a rude chart of 
the country traveled over, taking bearings 
only north and south, and estimating the 
distances traveled every day. Gold Canyon 
was marked on the chart, which was lost 
by Mr. Orr in 1855, while returning East 
to be married. 
The train soon after re­ 
sumed travel, going to the head of the 
Carson Valley. 
There was met a party of 
seven, who had left the train at the sink of 
the Humboldt, intending to go in advance 
to California and select good locations for 
the remaioder of the party. 
They had 
been unable to cross the country, and had 
been lost in the enow in the mountains 
four or five days, unable to find the divide 
to Hangtown, and seeking Carson to recu­ 
perate. 
A stay in Carson for three weeks 
followed, when Orr, Kelly and several

RUSSIA’S 
WAR 
PREPARATIONS. 


There can no longer be any doubt that 
Russia anticipates a war with China, if she 
has not already resolved that there shall 
be such a war. 
She is sending her strong­ 
est vessels into the Pacific, and collecting 
munitions of war in such quantities, and 
w ith such haste, as to betoken a serious 
purpose. 
A pparently also she intends to 
carry on her operations more by sea than 
by land, though such a programme is likely 
to lead her into complications with other 
powers, who are not concerned in her quar­ 
rel. 
W hat China no doubt prefers would 
be a war in Central Asia, where she would 
have a great advantage over her enemy, 
and where her redundant population could 
be made effective at the least outlay. The 
Russiau commanders are not credited with 
much knowledge of their profession, but 
there are some among them who know the 
difficulties of Central Asiatic campaigning, 
and these have probably represented the 
enormous expense of prosecuting a war in 
th at direction. 
On the sea China is com­ 
paratively powerless, but there she is likely 
to have more effective mediators than in 
K uldja, and so the Russian plan may not 
prove effective after all. 


THE 
GEORGE 
CHARGES. 


We think it will have to be admitted 
that there is nothing in the so-called 
George charges, seeing that a Democratic 
Congressional committee, on the eve of a 
Presidential campaign, has thought it use­ 
less to investigate them, notwithstanding 
the intimation that they involve accusa­ 
tions against a prominent Republican can­ 
didate for the Presidency. 
Such a re­ 
fusal under such circumstances certainly 
must be regarded as a very emphatic ver­ 
dict of “ not guilty.” 
If there were the 
least plausibility in the charges; if it 
seemed possible to torture them into a 
semblance of verisimilitude; it cannot be 
doubted that they would have been in­ 
quired into sufficiently to bring the allega­ 
tions before the country. 
Those charges 
must indeed be transparently foolish and 
vain which at such a juncture are rejected 
by a Democratic committee as undeserving 
notice. 


DR. PLATT AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


W e print to-day a letter from Dr. P latt 
in regard to the question of religion in the 
public schools. 
It will be seen th at he 
favors the abolition of the State system of 
education, and the substitution for it of 
sectarian 
schools. 
He 
proposes, 
spe­ 
cifically, th a t the State should coufice 
itself 
to the 
maintenance of primary 
schools, and would have no tax levied 
“ for any school higher than the prim ajy.” 
Y et he admits th at this arrangement does 
not satisfy him i “ This is not altogether as 
“ I would have it, for the Church ought to 
“ have access to children iu their earliest 
“ school days, and keep it, and in moat 
“ cases would have it.” 
Here we have the 
admission th at Dr. P latt really believes in 
the complete control of education by the 
Church ; and th at though lie is content to 
leave the State the primary schools, he 
only offers this compromise because he 
thinks it would not prevent the Church 
from securing most of the younger chil­ 
dren also. 
This is a very serious topic, 
and we shall treat it w ith due gravity. 
Dr. P latt has flung down the gauntlet and 
denounced the American public school 
system as prejudicial to the best interests 
of 
the country. 
He claims th a t the 
Chui-ch, not the State, ought to have the 
supreme charge over the education of the 
masses. 
And to show th a t he means what 
he says he has deliberately advised parents 
to remove their children from the public 
schools. 
In the name of freedom of intel­ 
lectual development, of true progress and 
civilization, we accept this challenge, and 
we undertake to prove th a t Dr. P latt’s 
position is wholly untenable ; th at it is 
inimical to Liberty’ ; that it is calculated 
to foster wretched and debasing supersti­ 
tious alone ; and th at his methods could 
only issue iu the degradation of the people, 
and in the production of a race of foolish, 
credulous, priest-ridden slaves, incapable 
of advanco and expansion, bigoted 
as 
Spaniards, and stagnant as Chinese. 
And 
in the first place we will ask why it is 
that he wants the Church to have control 
of youthful minds, and why he is not will­ 
ing to let religion be put upon the Fame 
basis as science in the educational course? 
IIis answer to this is th at “ Science per- 
“ tains to material phenomena, and the 
“ older the mind the b etter; religion per- 
“ tains to the fe:lings and sentiments, and 
“ the younger the mind the better.” 
Dr. 
P latt ought not to require to be told that 
this is mere verbiage, and no definition, 
much less an explanation. 
The tru th is 
th at he w ants the Church to have control 
of the youthful mind because he knows 
that su :h beliefs as the Church deals iu 
can only be implanted upon a passive and 
plastic nund, being so contrary to expe­ 
rience, and so deficient in evidential sup­ 
port, th at minds which have been trained 
in the ethics of 
belief of necessity 
reject them. 
“ Religion in the young,” 
he 
says, 
“ is 
love, 
trust, 
and 
“ awe, 
apart 
from 
any judgm ent of 
“ the reason, but which is afterwards sub- 
“ m itted to the reason.” 
Religion in the 
young, that is to say, is a blind, un­ 
questioning acceptance of whatever fan­ 
tasies and fables are presented to the crude 
childish mind. 
Being so accepted without 
question, these beliefs become settled habits 
of thought, and the time, with the major­ 
ity of such victims, never coines, when the 
creed is fairly subm itted to the reason. 
The habit of regarding certain m atters as 
true, w ithout any investigation, will in­ 
capacitate even the strongest intellects 
from subsequent scientific analysis of these 
beliefs, and this is why so many otherwise 
clear-thinking men have found it possible 
to retain the grossest superstitions side by 
side w ith the most advanced scientific 
knowledge. The Christian missionary who 
goes to India finds no difficulty iu detect­ 
ing the fallacy of the religions he there 
encounters. 
He smiles in conscious su­ 
periority at the idea of the immaculate 
conception of Sakya Buddha, at the le­ 
gendary history of Krishna, at the reputed 
miracles and supernatural interferences. 
And he marvels how it is th at men should 
credit such conspicuous and undisguised 
fictions, and is all the time blind to the 
complacent and illimitable credulity in the 
same direction illustrated in his own per­ 
son and mission. 


This is w hat early training in supersti­ 
tion will do for men. 
It not only incapac­ 
itates them front distinguishing between 
truth and falsehood ; it teaches them to 
shun tru th as something evil. 
Says Cole­ 
ridge : “ He who begins by loving Christi- 
“ anity better than Truth, will proceed by 
“ loving his own sect or Church better than 
“ Christianity, and end in loving himself 
“ better than all.” 
The first duty of the 
parent is to see that the child is taught 
w hat and how to believe, for upon the ed­ 
ucation it receives in this regard must de­ 
pend its future destiny in no slight degree. 
Dr. P latt seeks to forestall the growth of 
mental ability to judge between truth and 
falsehood. 
He would enforce beliefs upon 
the immature mind in the hope of thus 
molding it permanently. And such a prop­ 
osition we denounce as treason to human­ 
ity. 
“ Belief,” says Professor Clifford, one 
of the noblest and clearest minds the 
country has produced, “ is ours not for 
“ ourselves, but for 
humanity. 
I t is 
“ rightly used on truths which have been 
“ established by long experience and wast- 
“ ing toil, and which have stood in the 
“ fierce light of free and fearless question­ 
i n g . Then it helps to bind men together, 
“ and to strengthen and direct their com- 
“ mon action. It is desecrated when given 
“ to unproved and unqué3tioned state- 
“ ments, for the solace and private pleas- 
“ nre of the believer; to add a tinsel 
“ splendor to the plain, straight road of 
“ our 
life 
and 
display 
a 
bright 
“ mirage 
beyond 
it ; 
or 
even 
to 
“ drown the common sorrows of our kind 
“ by a self-deception which allows them 
“ not only to cast down, but also to de- 
“ grade us. 
Whoso would deserve well of 
“ his fellows in this matter will guard 
“ the purity of his belief with a very 
“ fanaticism of jealous care, lest at any 
“ time it should rest on an unworthy ob- 
“ ject, and catch a stain which can never 
“ be wiped away.” The primary condition 
of healthy mental development is training 
in the ethics of belief, and discipline in 
inquiry. 
No complete character can be 
bnilt * np without this foundation. 
No 
courageous and nseful investigation can be 
hoped for from any other kind of men than 
such as are so educated. 
But Dr. Platt 
would poison the whole fountain of educa­ 
tion, would debauch the tender minds of 
our children, by teaching them that belief 
without inquiry was a duty, and by habit­ 
uating them to regard the most degrading 


superstitions 
w ith 
complacency 
and 
blind faith until they have lost the capacity 
for distinguishing between the credible and 
the incredible. 
W e assert th at the first 
duty of the State to its people is to see that 
they are given the means of learning to 
judge, and th at to this end the teaching of 
Science in the public schools ought to be 
greatly expanded. And we assert that this 
is the true religious scheme of education, 
and th at Dr. P latt’s view is in its essence 
irreligious. 
For of Science it can be said, 
as H erbert Spencer has eloquently ob­ 
served : 
“ It alone can give us true con- 
“ ceptionsof ourselves and our relation to 
“ the mysteries of existence. 
A tthesam e 
“ time th at it shows us all which can be 
“ known, it shows us the limits beyond 
“ which we know nothing. 
N ot by dog- 
“ matic assertion does it teach the impcssi- 
“ bility of comprehending the ultim ate 
“ causes of things; but it leads us to 
“ recognize the impossibility by bringing 
“ us in every direction to boundaries we 
“ cannot cross. 
It realizes to us iu a way 
“ which nothing else can, the littleness of 
“ human intelligence in the face of that 
“ which transcends human intelligence. 
“ W nile toward the traditions andautuori- 
“ ties of men its attitude may he proud, 
“ before the impenetrable veil which hides 
“ the Absolute its attitude is humble—a 
"‘true pride and a true humility. 
Only 
“ the sincere man of science can truly 
“ know bow utterly beyond, not only 
“ human knowledge, but hum an■ concep- 
“ tion, is the Universal Power of which 
“ N ature, and Life, and Thought are man­ 
ife sta tio n s.” 


But Dr. Platt would dwarf men’s minds, 
and put their souls on the Procrustean bed 
of superstition 
and dogmatic theology. 
Betweeu his position and th at of Rome 
there is indeed nothing to choose, and 
whoever has resisted Roman assaults upon 
our public school system must regard this 
Protestant attack as equally dangerous 
and deadly. 
It is upon the schools that 
the future of the country depends. 
W hat­ 
ever power controls the schools will mold 
the destinies of the nation. 
The preten e 
th at morals can only be taught in connec­ 
tion with religion, is one the fallacy of 
which 
has long 
since 
been 
exposed. 
Morals are the necessary result of the 
growth of society and the experience of 
men in their relations with one another. 
The influence of religion upon morals has 
always been enormously exaggerated. The 
most religious ages, or the ages when the 
human mind subm itted most abjectly to 
the Church, have been among the most 
flagrantly immoral in history. 
The truth 
is th at morality is not only independent of 
religiou, but the morality which is taught 
independently of religion is higher and 
broader than th at which is taught in 
connection with it. The idea th at teaching 
children to believe a number of statements 
which are not only incapable of demonstra­ 
tion, but the falsity of many of which is sus­ 
ceptible of proof, cau improve their morals, 
is indeed one which could only have oc­ 
curred to a mind already hopelessly warped 
by the practice of blind credulity. 
But it 
is too late for the successful advancement 
of such barbarous and retrogressive prop­ 
ositions. 
The world has at last extricated 
itself from the strangling clutches of the 
priesthood, and the era of scientific educa­ 
tion has dawned. Henceforth religion must 
stand upon a scientific basis, or it must 
fall. 
There can no longer be any tolerance 
for the stifling and paralyzing system un­ 
der which for so many centuries the hu­ 
man mind was coerced iuto the blind ac­ 
ceptance of preposterous dogmas, aud pre­ 
vented from inquiring into 
the 
truth 
of the things it was compelled to ac­ 
cede to. 
There is no disposition among 
the American people to return to those 
methods. 
Thinking men hold th at a re­ 
ligion which cannot stand fair aud full 
analysis 
must 
be 
a 
very 
poor 
and 
worthless affair, 
and 
those 
who 
are 
willing to doom their children to the 
degradation of education by “ faith,” as 
opposed 
to 
education 
by 
reason, 
are 
becoming fewer every day. 
The American 
educational creed is broadening continually, 
and it is both necessary aud weil tljat it 
Should he so. 
The Church is free to teach 
what it can get people to believe, but it 
must not tam per w ith the schools. 
There 
the children are to learn how to exercise 
their judgm ent; how to distinguish be­ 
tween what is credible and w hat is not 
credible ; how to appreciate the mystery 
and marvel of the universe ; how to realize 
their relations to tlieir surroundings in all 
ways. 
By such a training they will be 
prepared to choose wisely iu regard to re­ 
ligion, and true religion has everything to 
hope, aud nothing to 
fear, from 
the 
ripening of the popular judgment, and the 
elevation of the popular standard of belief. 
But for such schemes as Dr. P latt’s there 
is needed a public sentim ent such a3 the 
Middle Ages alone could have supplied, and 
a patience under priestly arrogance and 
priestly 
contempt 
for 
reason 
which, 
thanks to the spirit of civilization and en­ 
lightenment, the world has outgrown. 


THE 
POLITICAL 
FIELD. 


Logan has fulfilled his contract, and de­ 
livered the forty-two votes of Illinois for 
Grant. 
The methods pursued in doing 
this, however, have created an amount of 
feeling which is certain to bear fruit here­ 
after, and will deepen the hostility to ma­ 
chine politics already so generally mani­ 
fested. 
The Illinois Convention was cap­ 
tured by the Grant men, and the minority 
were not allowed a hearing. 
The final ac­ 
tion was so far from being unanimous that 
it had the support of a bare majority of 
the Convention. 
This settles the question 
of the vote of Illinois, however, and in the 
opinion of many it also assures the nom­ 
ination of Grant at Chicago on the first 
ballot. 
Certainly the probability that he 
will obtain the nomination is very strong, 
and therefore it is in order to examine the 
situation, and ascertain what prospect of 
his election exists. 
In the first place it 
will have to be admitted by even the most 
stalwart supporters of Grant that he can 
only be elected by securing the full vote 
of the Republican party. 
The idea that 
he has anything to expect from Democratic 
votes is not worth considering. 
The De­ 
mocracy will come out of the South with 13S 
votes, and they only need to carry New 
York and Indiana besides to make the 
next President. 
The 
Republicans can­ 
not count upon a single electoral vote 
in the Sonthem States. 
They must make 
all their gains in the North and West. 
They will need a solid North in order to 
win the fight. 
Can they obtain it with 
Grant as their candidate ? In endeavoring 
to find an answer to this question it is 


necessary to take into consideration the 
late St. Louis Convention of anti-third- 
termers. 
A t th at Convention it was re­ 
solved to put a third candidate in the 
field in the event of G rant's nomination at 
Chicago, and a committee of one huudred 
was appointed to take the necessary steps 
in th at contingency. 
The men who met on 
that occasion were assuredly in earnest, 
and they were as unmistakably representa­ 
tive men. 
They stood for a large and in­ 
fluential elem ent; an element which is not 
only irreconcilably hostile to the third- 
term scheme, but which is equ illy opposed 
to the nomination of the particular candi­ 
date now beir.g pushed so determinedly to 
the front. 
It must therefore be counted 
as among the certainties that if G rant is 
nominated a third candidate will be put in 
the 
field. 
No doubt much will de­ 
pend upon 
who 
th at 
candidate 
is, 
but it must be assumed that a man will be 
selected of sufficient character and repute 
to secure the hearty support of all the Re­ 
publicans w ho are opposed to G rant aud 
the third term. 
It will of course be 
claimed th at such a movement cannot 
seriously injure the Republican prospects, 
but no one who realizes the extreme close­ 
ness of party strength even when no dis­ 
organizing influences are in operation, can 
regard such an outlook w ithout grave 
misgiving. 
I t must also be considered 
th at the probable aet'on of the Democrats 
threatens to strengthen the independent 
movement. 
A t pres, nt there seems no 
reason to doubt th at Tilden will be the 
Democratic nominee, and if he is it is very 
certain th at no dissatisfied 
Republican 
will think of voting the Democratic ticket. 


Islam it may be conceived as possible that 
in the not distant future a new Moham­ 
medan crusade might be led by the rem­ 
nants of the once martial race now appar­ 
ently on the eve of being driven from the 
Bosphorus. 


A LESSON TO BE STUDIED CAREFULLY. 


In such a case there must be a tendency 
in certain elements in both parties to cen­ 
ter upon the third candidate. 
This tend­ 
ency may not he strong iu the Democratic 
party, but it will be very strong among 
Republicans. 
Can the Republican party 
hope to win under such circumstances? 
We arc aware th at the machine managers 
have calculated upon the abandonment of 
all serious opposition as soon as Grant was 
nominated, hut from a careful study of the 
indications throughout the couutry we are 
convinced th at they arc deceiving them ­ 
selves in this. 
There is a strongly marked 
ami firm determination in many quarters 
not to 
accept G rant as 
a candidate, 
and we entertain no 
doubt th at this 
determination wiil be held to unflinch­ 
ingly. 
The fact therefore must be fully 
recognized th at the nomination of Grant 
will 
be 
the 
signal 
for 
such 
a 
break in the Republican ranks as has 
never 
occurred 
before, 
and 
th at this 
break will take place at a time when every 
Republican vote is needed to make victory 
at the polls possible. 
The G rant managers 
apparently have it in their power now to 
put their programme through, but they do 
not possess the power to make the Repub­ 
lican masses indorse their policy, and as 
the case stands this really involves the 
whole outcome of the campaign. 
The 
party could never so ill afford to lose votes 
as this year ; yet if G rant is nominated it 
may be said that it was never so certain to 
lose them. 
It is difficult to understand 
how those who desire to see the Republi­ 
can party successful can approve a course 
which is on its face so hopeless as that 
now being pursued. 
It may be alleged 
th at the indications of disaffection are ex­ 
aggerated, but our observation does not 
warrant th at view. 
On the contrary, we 
think the opposition to Grant in many of 
the Eastern States is far stronger aud 
deeper than has yet appeared, and that 
consequently the nomination of a third 
candidate threatens to produce a disrup­ 
tion which w ill at once be seen to be fatal 
to all hopes of success for the regular 
nominee. 
This is 
the present outlook, 
and we see no probability of its modifica­ 
tion. 
It is of course equally useless to ad­ 
vise or complain at such a juncture, but it 
is impossible not to realize th at the whole 
Grant movement has "been an extraordinary 
piece of infatuation. 


TURKEY 
AND 
THE 
GLADSTONE 
ISTRY. 
BilN- 


The Gladstone M inistry is evidently de­ 
termined to lose no time in bringing the 
Eastern question to a settlement, if that 
be possible. 
I t sees th at the increasing 
weakness of the I’orte must shortly bring 
about a collapse, and that unless such an 
occurrence has been prepared for it is likely 
to produce complications of the most dan­ 
gerous character. 
The mission of Mr. 
Goschen in this connection is very signifi­ 
cant. 
He has already had interviews with 
the German, French and A ustrian Minis­ 
ters, and it is believed that when he goes 
to Constantinople he will be prepared to 
inform the Sultan’s advisers that Europe is 
agreed upon the necessity of definite and 
satisfactory financial and administrative 
arrangements, and th at the Porte must 
forthw ith place itself in the hands of the 
Powers, or at once abandon the attem pt to 
maintain the fragments of the Ottoman 
Empire. 
The utter inability of the T urk­ 
ish authorities to introduce any reforms, 
and their obstinate adherí nee to their old 
corrupt aud violent methods, have at last 
tired out the patience of Europe. 
The 
capitalists and financiers, the rulers of the 
money m arket, are aware that Turkey, 
both in Asia aud Europe, affords a magnifi­ 
cent field for investment in many ways, 
and that nothing is required to make such 
investment profitable but the abolition of 
the Ottoman rule. 
The present scheme is 
to create an independent territory between 
the Danube and Bosphorus, and to make 
Constantinople neutral ground. 
This is 
not an easy programme, but it seems 
to be the only one which offers any pros­ 
pect of accomplishment, and since it is cer­ 
tain that none of the Powers will consent 
to a protectorate exercised by one of their 
number, it may be the best that is in the 
situation. 
That the Turks will have to go 
sooner or later, however, appears inevita­ 
ble. 
They are bankrupt in every way. 
They can neither govern nor fight. 
They 
can neither build up a new empire, nor 
keep the fragments of the old one together. 
In short their part in Europe is played out, 
and whether they have any other role in 
store remains to be seen. The only circum­ 
stance suggesting the possibility of this is 
the rapid growth of Mohammedanism. 
That religion is now making conquest alike 
of Africa and Asia, and is even cutting a 
broad swathe through China. It is driving 
Buddhism out of Hindostán, and Fetishism 
out of Central Africa. 
It is being pushed 
by energetic and zealous missionaries, and 
is infusing new life into scores of barbarous 
races. What this great religious movement 
portends cannot as yet be conjectured, bnt 
remembering that the Porte is the head of 


It too often happens th at the most inter­ 
esting and instructive events happen before 
our eyes w ithout conveying any suggestion, 
merely because we are not observing them 
thoughtfully and critically. 
A few weeks 
ago there occurred a change of Govern­ 
ment in England, for example. 
W hat did 
that event signify for the most of us? 
Simply th at the Liberals had become more 
popular than the Conservatives, and so had 
beaten their opponents. 
But there was in 
this event a most suggestive point. 
When 
Lord Beaconstivld was defeated, w hat was 
the effect upon the English Civil Service? 
There was no effect. 
Every man who had 
previously held office under the Govern­ 
ment continued to hold it, with the excep­ 
tion of some fourteen persons, direct mem­ 
bers of the Government, who resigned their 
places. 
And how quickly the popular will 
is reflected in the change of Government. 
The elections are held. 
The Conserva­ 
tives are beaten. 
And in three weeks from 
the beginning of the elections the Lib­ 
eral Government lias been formed, aud has 
already made its peculiar policy felt to the 
farthest limits of the British Empire. Does 
it not strike the th o u g h ts reader th at in 
these things there lie lessons which Ameri­ 
cans may well study w ith care? 
Here we 
have a complete demonstration of what 
civil service reform will do for national 
politics. 
There is in England no lack of 
popular interest in politics. 
On the con­ 
trary, th e ' popular interest increases con­ 
tinually. 
But there are no places to be 
worked for at primaries or in local conven­ 
tions. There are no means of propping up 
rotten Congressional timber with Custom­ 
house appointments and IVstoffices. 
Ev­ 
ery man who desires to enter public life as 
a politician m ust stand upon his own bot­ 
tom. 
There is no doubt still too much 
bribery and corruption, but no American 
politician will pretend th at we are exempt 
from that form of abuse. We have bribery 
and corruption of the English kind, plus 
the 
oliicial 
corruption 
machinery per­ 
taining specially to our system. 
There 
they have advanced so far as to bring the 
Government directly w ithin reach of the 
popular will. 
Here, with a professedly 
democratic scheme of government, the con­ 
trol of affairs is practically beyond the 
reach of the masses, and even when they 
succeed in changing the policy of the domi­ 
nant party, they have to wait a long time 
before their will finds expression in the 
law-making power. 
A change of Govern­ 
ment crowns a fierce campaign in England, 
and no more than fourteen persons change 
office. 
The whole complex machinery of 
the Government runs on w ithout a cheek 
or a pause, and no man in office has any 
reason to apprehend dismissal because liis 
politics do not agree w ith those of the new 
Government. 
Surely this is a result well 
worth attainm ent. 
Surely we shall have 
no security against the most dangerous and 
demoralizing corruption until we have di­ 
vorced our civil service from party politics 
in like manner. 


PULP 
MANUFACTURERS 
IN 
CONGRESS. 


The persistence w 'th which the united 
efforts of the prts3 of this country to pro­ 
cure a reduction or repeal of the duty upon 
paper and its materials, have been opposed, 
has naturally provoked a great deal of sur­ 
prise, the tendency of the average poli­ 
tician being generally to shun the displeas­ 
ure of the press and to court its good-will. 
When therefore a whole Congress shows 
itself not merely indifferent to the good­ 
will of the press, but deaf to the ap­ 
peals 
of 
justice 
made 
in 
its 
behalf, 1 
the 
presumption 
is 
th at 
something 
more than meets the eye is influencing 
the situation, and th a t these Congress­ 
men are in fact beng braced up from 
behind the scenes in some incomprehensi­ 
ble manner. 
The explanation of this mys­ 
tery is said to have been discovered in the 
circumstance th at two former m tm bers of 
i Congress (we are not sure whether or not 
they still hold seats) contrived to snuggle 
a bill through which gave them the monop­ 
oly of paper pulp manufacture. 
These 
monopolists, it seems, 
have since sold 
their exclusive privileges, at the rate of 
§73,000 a year, to as many other fir ms as 
represent an annual income of §1,500,000. 
All this capital, and all that is indirectly 
invested in the business, is now fight­ 
ing the press, and endeavoring to retain 
the duty ou imported pulp. The presump­ 
tion of course is th at the two old Congress­ 
men who engineered the bill through and 
so made fortunes for themselves, have been 
supplying the necessary “ nerve” to the 
present Congress, which they are certainly 
well able to do. 
They could in fact afford 
to spend a couple of millions upon the 
lobby rather than lose their enormously 
lucrative monopoly, and no doubt they are 
prepared 
to 
spend 
whatever 
sum 
is 
necessary 
to 
prevent 
the 
repeal 
of 
the 
obnoxious 
tariff. 
Meantime 
the 
press has no corruption fund available. 
If Congress is venal, all the press can 
do is to prevent the men now there from 
being returned again ; and if they are paid 
well enough to make up for the curtail­ 
ment of their public careers, they are not 
likely to care much for the infliction of 
that penalty. It is possible, however, that 
the exposure of this state of things may 
bring about its 
abrogation, for shame 
sometimes effects what no appeal to a sense 
of honor or justice can accomplish. 
It is a 
monstrous thing that the whole press should 
be taxed wantonly for no other purpose 
than the enrichment of a handful of greedy 
manufacturers, and a clear fixing of the 
responsibility for this iniquity will have to 
be done in the near future. 


A FACT

One of the commonest and most mis­ 
leading of fallacies is the belief that when 
indviduals become very rich theyr somehow 
represent a robbery of the rest of the com­ 
munity. 
How common this notion is was 
impressed upon ns recently by the remark 
of a gentleman, himself wealthy, that 
Vanderbilt possessed more money than 
any one man ought to be permitted to 
retain. 
The implied reason of 
course 
was that Vanderbilt could not have become 
thus wealthy without having forced a 
proportionate number of people into pov­ 
erty. 
Bnt there is no 
foundation in 
fact for this belief. 
The troth is that 
so long as there is general freedom of 
acquisition and employment, and security 


for property a n d life, a n d protection for a ll 
alike, it does not signify how rich individ­ 
uals become; they cannot impoverish the 
community in so doing, but rather they 
expand and multiply its avenues of acqui­ 
sition and its capacities for enjoyment. 
There is always room enough in the world 
for everybody. 
There is no limit to the 
creation of new capital. 
I t would be pos­ 
sible for every man in the U nited States 
to 
become possessed 
of 
ten 
millions 
of dollars, and 
still 
there 
would 
be 
plenty 
left 
for 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
world. 
No 
man 
injures 
another 
by 
becoming rich. 
On the contrary, whoever 
absorbs and accumulates capital, and re­ 
invests it iu various ways, adds as much 
new life to his neighborhood as though he 
had brought and settled there a number of 
families whose productive capacity would 
equal his expenditure of capital. 
The 
growth of rich men is in fact indispensable 
to rapid progress in civilization. 
Uniform 
poverty involves uniform barbarism and 
stagnation. 
Vanderbilts are no doubt 
calculated to excite 
the envy of the 
sluggish and 
the 
narrow -m inded, but 
they 
are 
none 
the 
less 
phenomena 
winch 
bespeak 
the 
strength 
and 
vi­ 
tality of modern civilization, and which 
prove the magnificence of the possibilities 
in this republic. 
V anderbilt’s wealth has 
been accumulated under free institutions, 
and it is an evidence of w bat can be done 
w ithout force or fraud, and simply by en­ 
terprise, judgm ent, brain-power and perse­ 
verance. 
Such figures serve as examples of 
what may be effected in these times, but 
they represent no impoverishment of the 
masses.

approved April 27, IssO, amended laws, Section 
4,046 of the Codes. 
The Board reserves the right 
to reject any or all proposals.

Sacramento, Cal. 
Mr. Beckley then offered in support of the 
above the report of the Citizens’ Committee 
made December 11, 1879, as follows : 
Your committee, to whom was referred the ques- 
ti n of providing a Hall of Recoids for the safe 
keeping of the records of Sacramento county, beg 
eave to report as follows : 
First—We believe the county should, as soon as 
practicable, build a fire-proof Hall of Records. 
We 
beiieve there is great unanim ity among the taxpay- 
era of the county in favor of such a step. 
Second—We think the present Court-house lot is 
too small to afford sufficient room for a properly- 
lighted building, and therefore advise the immedi­ 
ate purchase of the next adjoining half lot to the 
west of the Court-house, 40x160 feet, if it can be 
had at a price not exceeding §5,000. We believe the 
present Board -f Supervisors have the power aud 
means to effect th s purchase. 
Third—In regard to the erection of the building, 
we would advise th it no steps be taken until after 
the next Legislature shall have passed a general law 
(which they m ust do under the new Constitution) 
for the governm ent of counties. 
The best course to 
he pursued in the erection of the building will de­ 
pend much ou the provisions of that law. 
If it 
should be deemed necessary to proci ed w ith the 
work in the early spring, probably it will require a 
special election and vote of the penóle to authorize 
the expenditure. 
It, however, the building can be 
delayed until fail, it may probably be d .n e without 
any such election. 
Fourth—We are of the opinion th at a suitable 
fire-proof building can be erected and finished, 
ready for the occupation of the records, at a cost of 
about 815,000; and certainly an expenditure greater 
than §20,000 for the building and furniture (exclu­

CAPITAL 
MISTAKE 
OF 
CALIFORNIA 
CAPIT LISTS. 


[Los Angeles Herald, May 2d.] 
During the opening staaes of her history 
California was so prodigally endowed that 
many colossal foituues were accum ulated 
by men vv bo were not noted for exceptional 
general intelligence or husiu/rs sagacity. 
Riches simply gravitated to some men, and 
they waxed wealthy w ithout very well un­ 
derstanding how. 
Owing to the extrava­ 
gant rates of interest which prevailed, 
after a man had accum ulated money a very 
fascinating employment was to loan it out 
at one and a half aud tw o per cent, a 
month. 
Alarm ¡act u ring industries were 
avoided in favor of usury, and later came 
the poppy-drunk of the Comstock. To-day 
Calilorma is struggling under the load of 
too much interest aud too 
much de­ 
pendence on purely gambling stock excite­ 
ments. 
For several years past a well-defined 
crisis lias characterized the Pacific coast, 
the salient features of which are the de­ 
cay of the Comstock lode, the develop­ 
ment of Colorado as a treasure producer 
anil the system of railway extension which 
makes it possible to unlock th at store­ 
house of the precious metals, Arizona. 
It 
was entirely in the power of San Francisco 
capitalists to have monopolized Colorado. 
They preferred, instead, to surrender the 
glorious opening to Eastern capitalists ; 
and, as a result, Omaha is to-day a far 
more im portant bullion center than San 
Francisco. 
Arizona is, par excellence, a 
California outpori, and yet the unlimited 
openings there have been partially thrown 
away by our sluggish “ solid” inen. 
For 
one Californian wiio to day has a dollar in­ 
vested iu Arizona tin re are tin citizens of 
Philadelphia aud Pittsburg, to say nothing 
of the East generally, -who have put ten 
dollars into Arizona prospects. 
The fact is that Arizona promises a 
greater development than eitner Nevada 
or Colorado, although we are avffare that 
it will not do to taik flippantly about 
Nevada, with its unprecedented treasure 
jield. 
Nevertheless t eie i-* hardly a sec­ 
tion of our neighboring T erritory from 
which encouraging accounts of mineral de- 
velopm nts do not leach us. 
These de­ 
posits are scattered about w ith a prodigal­ 
ity without precedent, and no man can 
say but that, when the era of deep mining 
shall arrive for the T> rritory, the history 
of the Comstock lode will be reproduced 
over and over again. 
N othing in mining 
annals will com j are with the present 
record of the Tombstone and Patagonia 
districts. 
Tney have literally developed 
themselves, under alm ost inmedible diffi­ 
culties, although Eastern capital is now 
beginning to flow iuto them very abun­ 
dantly. 
This is a very bad omen for California. 
We must be perm itted to s| eak a word of 
warning. Do not our capitalists know’ that 
if this process is allowed to go on, railway 
extension, involving a connection with the 
East, will result iu the loss of the entire 
trade of Arizona to this State ? 
We in Los 
Angeles occupy a comparatively independ­ 
ent position. 
The people of the Territory 
must have our soil products, ranging from 
the olive, orange and pomegranate to the 
potato. 
They will require our wines and 
brandies and flour aud grain. 
But with 
San 1* rancisco the case is far different. 
Only a controlling interest in the develop­ 
ments of Arizona can secure to that city a 
large proportion of the trade of Arizona 
from the very moment there is a through rail 
connection with the East below the suow- 
belt. A very slight sagacity would suggest 
to the business men of San Francisco that 
they ought to be up and doing. 
One half of 
the money lavished yearly on the Comstock 
lode would bind Arizona to the metropolis 
of the Pacific coast as with hooks of steel. 
In the one case the money appears to be 
thrown away on a ininerological squeezed 
lemon ; in the other, it would be expended 
in*ecuring the domination of a very prom­ 
ising virgin treasure field. 
How it comes 
that San Franciscans have been so remiss 
thus far to their interests is the mystery of 
our journalistic observation. 
However, it is quite possible to repair 
the stupid oversight. 
The opportunity 
still lies open to the capitalists of San 
Francisco. 
What will they do with it? 
Will they repair their blunder or aggra­ 
vate it ? 
Time only can tell, and the time 
is growing short, withal.

Something About the Sacramento Cadet 
Company. 
There has been much inquiry about the 
proposed new cadet corps, which is designed 
as a military training class, and evidently 
there is not that correct understanding con­ 
cerning the subject by the general public as 
is desirable. 
The last Legislature passed a 
new law governing and regulating the militia 
of the State, and intended to greatly ad­ 
vance its standard and increase its efficiency. 
That law contains a provision that the 
Colonel 
of 
each 
regiment 
National 
Guard of California 
ganize 
and 
attach 
to 
his 
one company of cadets, who are 
rolled for not less than three years, 
are bound at the end of that enlistment and 
between the ages of 1.3 and 21 years to enter 
and serve one term of enlistment in some 
company of the N. G. t '. 
To each of such 
o&det companies the State, beside arming 
them, allows one-third the sum allotted to a 
company of the regiment. Tire law provides 
that each member of such cadet company 
must be of the age and qualifications pre­ 
scribed by" the Colonel, and ro cadet must 
use any intoxicating drinks, under penalty 
of dishonorable dismissal from the service. 
The law requires that the Colonel shall pre­ 
scribe the discipline for and give his personal 
attention to the instruction of his cadet com­ 
pany, and each cadet company shall be drilled 
and trained in the arm of the service to which 
the regiment is attached. 
Colonel Haymond, of the artillery regiment, 
has resolved to avail of this law and enroll a 
company of cadets to be attached to the First 
Artillery Regiment, F. uith Brigade, N. G. 
C. 
To that end he called a meeting of those 
feeling an interest in the matter, and that 
meeting appointed a committee which has the 
matter in charge, Albert ifart, Private Sec­ 
retary to Governor l‘« rkins, being Chairman. 
Alteada many applications have been filed 
with Mr. Hart, who furnishes all who desire 
with the necessary blanks for filing appli­ 
cations. 
To-night the committee is to meet 
and 
begiu the task >-f selecting cadets 
from among the 
applicants. 
The rules 
thus 
far 
established require that each 
cadet 
shall 
utterly 
abstain 
from 
the use of intoxicating liquors, shall be five 
feet in bight, shall be betw ten fourteen and 
eighteen years of age, of good moral character, 
correct in habit, known to be obedient and 
respectful to his parents, to have been indus­ 
trious and diligent at labor or at study, to be 
neat in his personal habits, and tobe of sound 
bodily health. 
T here are to be but sixty 
cadets in the company, and each one will be 
required to constantly wear the cadet badge, 
that he may be known as a California State 
Cadet and his conduct thus come under public 
scrutiny. 
In short, it is intended that this 
company shall be a model one, strictly dis­ 
ciplined both in military and moral lines; 
that its membership shall be a passport to 
good society, and any deviation by its mem­ 
bers from true gentlemanly conduct will meet 
with punishment. 
The arms and accouter­ 
ments will be furnished them by the State, 
while efforts will be made to procure uni­ 
forms free of charge to those who shall join 
its ranks, and to this end it is the intention of 
the committee to call on the citizens to uni­ 
form the boys neatly, that they shall do 
credit to the city and be encouraged to make 
the company the best in the State. 
It is the 
intention to get the company into fair dis­ 
cipline by the time the military encampment 
is held here this summer or fall.

COlfT£ST FOR CUSTODY OF CHILDREN. 


Quite a sensation occurred at Stockton day 
before yesterday, and whieh extended in 
point of its derails to this vicinity yesterdajr. 
Nathaniel Hunter of San Francisco, Secre­ 
tary of the Society for the Protection of Chil­ 
dren, has been looking after the case of the 
Nellie Boyd Combination, which is a travel­ 
ing troupe consisting of Thomas H. Dev dl 
and his two children, named Frederick and 
Herbert, and aged 12 and 14 years respect­ 
ively. 
Devall has a wife living iu San Fran­ 
cisco, who is seeking by legal process to obtain 
pos-ession of these two children, while Devall 
has traveling witli him another woman, who 
has a ynuug son, and which woman Frederick 
and Herbert have been taught to call mamma, 
by instructions from their father. Wednesday 
night the boys gave a concert at Stockton, 
and 
yesterday 
morning 
Mr. 
Hunter, 
with an order from the Superior Court 
at San Francisco, awarding the custody of 
the two children to himself, appeared at 
Stockton and had Duvall arrested for exhib­ 
iting in a public place and for money, his two 
children as musicians. The Police J ndge at 
Stockton upon hearing the case fined Duvall 
-S1Ú0. 
Hunter was expecting to then take 
the two children and return to San Francisco 
by the first train, but while iu the Police 
Court with Duvall closing up the matter be­ 
fore the Court, the woman who travels with 
Duvall slipped away in some manner, and 
when Mr. Hunter turned to look for the chil­ 
dren nothing could be found ot them nor the 
woman, aud it soon became evident that a 
game for escape had been played. Duvall, 
however, seemed much distressed at their dis- 
appearauce, and seemed to engage in the effort 
to find them. 
The telegraph was brought into 
requisition in all directions, and trains and 
boats were looked after. 
Finally Chief 
Kareher of this city learned that they had 
got off tl.e traiu at Brighton, and so tele­ 
graphed Mr. Hunter, who came to this city 
yesterday, and in company with officer Fer- 
ral, went to Brighton and found that a woman 
and three boys had remained there the night 
before and gone iu the direction of Folsom 
by private conveyance. 
Messrs. Hunter and 
Ferral went in pursuit as far as Perkin’s, 
where they found not only the woman ami 
three children, but also Duvall, who were 
waiting to take the train to Folsom, from 
which point they intended to cross to Rose­ 
ville and leave the State. The officer brought 
the two boys to this city last night, and Mr. 
Hunter and his two wards remained at the 
Western until this morning, when they will 
be taken to San Francisco. 
Upon being 
asked by Mr. Hunter, after away from their 
father, whether they would like to see their 
mother, they said they wanted to go aud see 
her and that their father had kept them from 
seeing her for over a year. 


BRIEF REFERENCE.

Jail.

of each one and examined them separately, 
giving to J. Ferral, George Williams, J. 
Eastman and J. Menses ten days each iu the 
County Jail. J. Newell, who looked upon 
the previous sentences with a complacent 
grin, was promptly awarded twenty days in 
the County Jail. J. McLaughlin, George 
< loos, J. Bowling and N. Lacivich were dis­ 
charged. Alex. Jones, also one of the num­ 
ber, but who was only 14 years old and of 
good appearance, was juformed by the Judge 
that lie wanted a private talk with him, and 
would continue his case until to-day. 
The 
trial of the cases of the three Chinese and 
two Italians who got into a conflict on Tues­ 
day wa- coiuuieuced. Miss Anna Samantha 
(colored) related the facts,Unit didn’t know 
what the Chinese said at the time. 
She 
wanted it understood that Die was no China­ 
man. Mollie Murray testified that Wing 
Hop, who keeps the wash-house where the 
Chinese were, offered to do her washing for 
nothing and make her a present beside if 
she would tell the truth about it before the 
Court. The case was'continued until to-day. 


A D etective O u tw itted.—A policeman 
from Oakland recently arrived in this city 
armed with a warrant from the Police Court 
of Oakland for the arrest of a Chinaman for 
kidnaping a Celestial maiden from that city. 
On his way up he met a stranger on the cars 
aud to him he unburdened his heaving bosom 
and informed him, wholly unsolicited, of the 
important mission. 
Arriving here he made a 
de.-eent on the Washington cannery and cap­ 
tured the boss Chinese workman as the per­ 
ron who was believed to be guilty of 
such :.n offense, and deposited Him in the 
city prison until wanted. The chap, however, 
not relishing a free trip to Oakland, employed 
counsel to get him out of durance vile. 
Hearing that a writ of habeas corpus was 
likely to be issued, the detective took his 
man out of the city prison and crossed to 
Yolo county. 
The report is that he patrolled 
the Washington levee most of the night. He 
interviewed several men he met and told 
them how he played the fellows who had the 
writ of habt as corpus, and asked advice as to 
how he could best get out of town. 
But, as 
“ the best laid plans of nice and men gang aft 
a glee,” so it -was in this instance, and the 
detective was detected by the writ of habeas 
corpus man, that in this instance was repre­ 
sented by Deputy Sheriff Preston. The mat­ 
ter came up for hearing yesterday morning. 
The prisoner was represented by D. E. Alex­ 
ander and Charles A. Waring, and the de­ 
tective by District Attorney Buckley. 
After

Off Again.—People begin to ask if the 
authorities controlling the water works are in 
league with the saloon men. For several 
weeks the water has been repeatedly shut off 
in different sections of the city at night with­ 
out any notice being given, that people 
might prepare. Complaint of this has been 
made through the columns of the city press, 
but no attention has been paid to it. 
Thurs­ 
day night the water was shut off again at 
about midnight from 
Second to Fourth 
streets, J to L. and perhaps for a larger dis­ 
trict, but in the two blocks mentioned not a 
drop of water could be had, and if a bucket 
of the fluid had been needed to quench an 
incipient conflagration the fire would have 
burned in perfect freedom. 
The same night 
it was shut off in the block bounded by 
Fourth and Fifth, O and P streets, with­ 
out notice, 
and resulted 
in much an­ 
noyance. 
In two 
establishments where 
some thirty persons use water for drink­ 
ing and ablutions at night, not a drop 
could be had, and the restaurants aud saloons 
near by were unable to supply the demand 
for water. 
Heretofore it has been the cus­ 
tom to give notice of intention to shut off in 
given sections for a few hours, but latterly 
this has not been done. 
The complaint is 
bitter in consequence, and people express 
themselves as more than surprised that the 
authorities in charge should give no heed to 
requests for notice. At half-past 1 o’clock 
this morning, and since the foregoing was 
written, the water was again shut off from 
the district first above-named, and no notice 
of the intention was bad.

THE 
APPIE 
SCALE 
INSECT. 


We last fall noticed the ravages of an 
apple Eca!^ insect in the orchards about San 
Jose. We have now to record the fact that 
this little bat very destructive insect has made 
its appearance in the orchards in this vicinity. 
To d'.-earer the insect itself requires close 
examination by those who know what they 
are looking for, but its effects are oiscernable 
by the mosf casual observer. This particular 
scale insect is known by the common name of 
oyster-shell bark-lonse to naturalists, but 
Us scientific or classical name is asphidiotus 
toi-.ehi/urmis. Both these names have been 
given to the insect on account of the re.-ein- 
blencs of the form of the scale to the oyster- 
shell. It makes itself at home on the pear, 
plum aud currant, as well as on the apple. 
The scale may be seen on the bark by the 
naked eye, and a good eye wrill distinguish 
the insect itaelf when the scale is removed, 
and even the eggs, but to determine its form 
and watch its movements and operations, 
a pretty powerful glass is required. The 
eggs are laid on the new wood lark or under 
the outer leaves or scales of the bark of the 
older wood, and withiu a scale which at the 
same lime covers tLe feuiale insect. The 
eggs are hatching and the young insects are 
now spreading over the trees of the orchards. 
Under each scale, as the product of each fe­ 
male, are from ten to one hundred eggs. The 
insect, when it first hatches, is nearly white, 
with a little of the orange or red hue. The 
insect itself, when full-grown, is about half 
an inch long. When hatched, each insect 
settles down in a good place on the tender 
or juicy bark and begins the business of its 
life—the getting a living by sucking the Bap 
from the bark of the twig or limb on which 
it settles. As it sucks and grows it exudes 
from its bi iiy a waxy secretion of a light 
yellowii-h color, which assumes a brownish 
gray 
color 
with 
age. 
This 
secretion 
forms the 
scale 
cr 
covering of 
the 
insect and gives it its name. 
Immedi­ 
ately 
around 
the scale, the 
bark, 
if 
on a young thrifty grown twig, seems to be in­ 
dented slightly and to assume a reddish or 
red-brown color—an evidence of the loss of 
sap, a checking of the life-blood of the tree. 
Though each single insect can do but very 
little harm, and that only in its immediate 
vicinity, when the numbers increase, as un­ 
molested they surely w ill on any tree they 
have secured a lodgment on, they rob the tree 
of so much of its sap as to materially check 
its growth, and finally to kill it com- Í 
pletely. 
The limbs of the affected tree 
begin to die, one by one, those upon 
which the 
insects 
are mcst numerous 
going first, till the whole tree gives up the 
ghost for want of blood. The female insect 
seems to live entirely under the scale which 
she forms over her and to deposit her eggs in 
the cavity she occnpies herself. As she lays 
her eggs her own body grows less in eiae, till 
she seems all to have turned into eggs and to 
have simply dried or shriveled up to nothing, 
leaving her eggs in her place. The male, on 
the contrary, emerges from the scale with lit­ 
tle bright, shiuing wings, so unlike the fe­ 
male 
in 
appearance 
that 
you 
would 
not 
recognize 
them 
as 
belona’wg 
to 
the tame, .famijy. 
On uccount of 
the 
resinous nature of the scale covering these 
little pests it is difficult to destroy them, ex­ 
cept at the season of the year when the eggs 
are hatching and before the little fellows have 
gone into camp or settled down to real busi­ 
ness. At this time of year good execution 
may be done in their destruction. Weak lie, 
made from leaching ashes, strong soap-suds 
and tar-water have all been used with good 
results, but fi»h-oil soap is undoubtedly one 
of the best exterminators of this as well as of 
most other insects that infest our orchards. 


able to the wheat crop all over the State. 
The heavy rains some weeks since knocked 
down the grain in some localities, but in most 
cases the stalks have been able to right them­ 
selves again, and the growth is of that 
permanent and healthy character that gives 
strong reason to believe we will have gener­ 
ally a very favorable outcome of the crop. 
We hear good reports of the Bluestone wheat 
imported last fall by John H. Carroll, and 
sowed on his farm near Princeton, Colusa 
county ; also of the Pimos wheat obtained 
from Arizona. This latter kind has shown 
itself particularly vigorous is the locality re­ 
ferred to, the grains frequently sending up 
from twenty to fifty stalks. The straw also 
is firm and hard, giving evidence of ability to 
hold up its heads through storm and wind. 
Veiy little appearance of rust is mentioned 
in any part of the State as yet, and if cool 
weather continues a few weeks longer the 
grain will be past danger from this trouble. 


HIGH 
BACK-WATER. 


On the Yolo side of the river below the 
city the back-water, or water in the tules, is 
higher this year, when compared to the hight 
of the water in the river, than ever before 
known. This fact is probably attributable 
to two causes. The one is that the breaks or 
openings through the levees above have worn 
out deeper and wider at d let greater quanti­ 
ties of water run out of the river into the 
tules, and the tilling up of the Schoolcraft 
island, across which the waters from the 
tules have to flow to again enter the river. 
Por a distance of twenty miles below Sacra­ 
mento the back-water on the Yolo side cov­ 
ers nearly all the land even up to the base of 
the levees and has already destroyed nearly 
all of the alfalfa, and will remain up so late 
as to prevent the maturity of any rrop. This 
in a series of comparatively dry seasons is 
one of the richest and most productive sec­ 
tions of the State, and it is a great misfor­ 
tune, not only to the owners of the land but 
to the State at large, that its production 
should thus be intercepted. 


FEED 
IN 
THE 
FOOTHILLS. 


SETTING OUT FRUIT TREES ON HARD- 
PAN LANDS. 


This is a season of abundance of vegetable 
growth in the foothills. Though later than 
usual, the grasses have come on with unusual 
luxuriauce, and stock of all kinds is in fine 
condition. This'is particularly fortunate for 
the sheep owners and dairy men of this sec­ 
tion, for on account of the great quantities 
of snow high up iu the mountains they will 
be unable to drive their stock up to their 
Bummer homes till considerably later than is 
their custom, and they will need the extra 
growth on their foothill ranges. The over­ 
production of hay in the foothills will in a 
measure compensate for the meager produc­ 
tion on the river bottoms, caused by the late 
high waters. The unfortunate part of it ifc, 
however, that the compensation is only of a 
general character, and cannot particularly 
benefit those who are the immediate suf­ 
ferers. 


AGRICULTURAL 
SELECTIONS. 


The red lands southeast of Sacramento are 
becoming noted as good fruit lands, both for 
large and small fruits. The strawberries 
raised in this vicinity are of good size, firm 
flesh and highly flavored, excellent fcr home 
consumption or shipping. The blackberries 
are also fine, aud the grapes, for table use, '* 
for wine or raisins, are not excelled in the 
State. While the larger fruits are also good, 
the trees have not always given satisfaction. 
They have seemed to lack in vigor and have 
many indications of a tendency to die early. 
Those interested in orchard-culture in the 
vicinity have never been quite satisfied as to 
the cause of this difficulty, and have conse­ 
quently been experimenting and observing 
with a view to detect the difficulty. It is 
now 
being 
pretty 
generally 
realized 
that the mode of planting has not been 
the best adapted to the peculiarity of 
the formation of the soil and its under­ 
lying bed rock er bard pan. The bed-rock, 
which is a porcu3 soft rock of a marly com­ 
position, averages from two to six feet in 
depth below the surface. Lying immediately 
oa this bed-rock is a layer of fine clay, which 
holds water about as well in its present form 
as it would if made np into earthen vessels. 
The result is that there is a defection in drain­ 
age—the roots of tree* standing as it were in 
a stagnant pool of water. Some, in their ex­ 
periments in planting trees and vines, have 
taken pains to dig down to this bed-rock and 
perforate it with holes by boring through it, 
and have noticed great changes for the better 
in their orchards So planted. Those who have 
been going to this trouble to penetrate the 
bed-rock have been acting on the theory that 
the bed-reck Is impenetrable to water, and that 
to let the water settle or drain down it must be 
broken throagh. Since it has been discovered 
that this rock is quite porous, and that the 
clay above it is the water-tight material 
the labor of setting out trees properly 
is materially le sened. Now the soil is re­ 
moved down to the clay, and this is removed 
and its place filled with surface soil, aud the 
drainage is perfect. Trees thus planted are 
thrifty, while those planted over the clay 
stratta are stunted and defective in constitu­ 
tion and life. With this discovery under­ 
stood and appreciated, it is believed the 
vicinity referred to will become one of the 
very best orchard sections in the State for all 
kinds of fruit. No better conditions and 
formation conld be found for the growth and 
successful fruiting of the orange. This tree 
has a network of roots which seems to delight 
in creeping along and adhering to an under 
surface of the character of the bed-rock 
described—at ouce a check to the too deep 
penetration of the roots and a seive to pass 
the surface-water just below their extremities. 
With this new method of planting this sec­ 
tion ought to become a most excellent location 
for peaches and other kinds of stone fruit, the 
cultivation of which is becoming impossible 
•f late years on the river bottoms on account 
ef the rise in the river-beds causing impossi­ 
ble drainage. 


THE WHEAT CROP. 


T u r k e y T a l k .—There is no doubt but that 
the chief cause of the mortality among young 
turkeys is their exposure to wet beforo they 
are fully feathered. The ordinary turkey- 
raiser trusts a good deal to the instinct of the 
mother turkey, and the mother turkey if left 
to herself, squats down just where ni^ht hap­ 
pens to overtake her; gets up early iu the 
morning and wanders around iu the wet grass 
in search of food, and as a natural conse­ 
quence, more than lialf of her brood die of 
chills and »iRmps before they are a month 
old, and /hore than likely the other half is 
gobbled up by some four-footed prowler. Dew 
is abitit as fatal as poison to young turkeys 
l.dore they are fully feathered, and if you ex­ 
pect to raise your turkeys and make the rear­ 
ing of them profitable, you must keep them 
out of the grass when it is wet with dew, until 
they are about two months old. I have a 
large well-lighted gravel floored shed, where 
I can confine my young turkeys in the morn­ 
ing until the sun has dried the dew off the 
grass, and on rainy days they are kept in the 
shed all day. The mother hens are confined 
in slat coops placed along the rear of the shed. 
When one raises turkeys in large numbers, I 
think some such arrangement would pay, but 
the ordinary farmer who only raises a few 
dozen for market each year, would not care 
to go to the expense of putting up such a 
building ; and for their benefit I will inscribe 
a pen that I have found very useful. %For a 
family of a dozen or so of young turkeys, we 
make a square pen by placing boards, sixteen 
inches wide and six feet long, on edge and 
fastening them in position. At one side is a 
large slant-roofed, tight-coop, the front of 
which opens into the pen. 'There is no floor 
in this coop, but as it is perfectly tight, ex­ 
cept the auger holes for ventilation, and we 
always set it in a dry Bpot where the rain can­ 
not wash under it, and move coop and pen 
often, the young turkeys are always dry and 
comfortable. But where the ground is damp 
and the rain would be likely to wash under 
the coop, there should be a board floor, cov­ 
ered with gravel, which should be cleared out 
ami renewed often. For a few days after the 
poults are batched, whether you raise them 
with a hen mother or turkey mother, they 
mui-t be confined to this coop and pen ; then 
if ail appear strong and well, and the weather 
favorable, open the pen and give the young 
liberty after the sun has completely dried the 
dew off the grass. Should a sudden shower 
come up while your young turkeys are out in 
the fields, you must turn out and drive them 
to the coops. If any are chilled, take them 
to the house, dry and warm them thoroughly, 
give them a good feed with plenty of ginger 
or red pepper in it, and then return to the 
mother hen. See that your tnrkeys come 
home every night. At first, if you raise 
them with a turkey mother, you will have to 
hunt them np and drive them home, hut if 
yon feed regularly every morning and always 
at night they will soon learn to come hpme 
as regularly as the cows. After they are 
fully feathered and have thrown out the red 
on their heads, which usually occurs at about 
three months, young turkeys are hardy, and 
may be allowed unlimited range at all times ; 
and from this time on as long as the supply 
of insects lasts, they will thrive on two meals 
a day. Keep your turkeys growing right 
straight from the shell and you will find that 
it will pay wheu pay-day comes. Some farm­ 
ers as soon as their young tnrkeys are feath­ 
ered up, turn them out to get their living the 
best way they can until a few weeks before 
Tharksgiving ; then they stuff them for a few 
weeks, and wonder why they do not equal in 
weight those of their neighbor who ht.s kept 
his turkeys growing ail the time from the day 
they were hatched. Where insect forage is 
abundant, tuikeys wiil pick up the greater 
part of their living for three or four months, 
and in such localities it will do to turn them 
out after they are three months old. without 
any breakfast, but I think they should always 
h its a handful of graiu at night, even if they 
come home with full crops.—[Fanr.v Field 
in Prairie Farmer,

It is the intention to make a 
breakwater 600 feet in length ; already 150 
feet of it is completed and the cribs for the 
remainder are nearly finished and only 
await the weather to be placed in position. 
One day this week, says the Trinity 
Journal, A. G. Dyer, who has a cabin on 
Bullycboup, went to fix it up, it being sadly 
in need of repairs, but when he got there 
no cabin was in sight. Cabin, ranch and 
everything else bad been removed a dis­ 
tance of about three milos by u large snow 
slide. 
There are se veral residences going to be 
erected here this summer, saystue Truckee 
Republican. 
The railroad town-site agent 
says there is considerable inquiry after 
lots. 
When the railroad shops are brought 
here it is reasonable to expect a large m- 
crease to our population, and, as a conse­ 
quence, more building than usual. 
Mormon Island held her annual school 
picnic Monday. 
It seems queer that Mor- 
lsoii Island, or Nigger Bar, should have 
children, or women, or men with clean 
shirts, to go to a picnic. 
In 1855-6 the 
place was a hive of red shirts, rocking long 
toms or gophering in the banks after that 
coarse gold dust. 
The only attempt at 
sprucing up among the miners on Sundays 
w ould be greased boots, and relaxation at 
the bowling alley, or a little trip to see 
chums up the liver. 
The Fresno Expositor says that the re­ 
ceding of Tulare Lake has brought to view 
stumps of oak trees, still well preserved, 
that are three and four feet through. 
Still 
further out in the lake the remains of wil­ 
low copse can be seen, and in fact are so 
abundant that at certain points it is im­ 
possible to use a seine. From this it would 
Btem that Tulare Lake must at one time, 
and for a very long period, been very much 
smaller than it now is. 
A Mr. Fuwell, 
while plowing recently near the present 
shore of the lake, unearthed a granite 
mortar and pestle weighing upwards of 
fifty pounds. 
The editor of the Aurora (Nev.) Herald, 
while viewing the horizon the other day, 
accidentally witnessed a eight that moved 
him to observe : “ It is noticeable that the 
Pintes employ only the old, broken-down 
squaws in packing wood and other heavy 
burdens, while the young, lusty, plump 
virgin pullets lie around aud bask in the 
■nnshine, or play shinny for the amuse­ 
ment of the bucks.

behind in gorgeous attire, occasionally 
prodding the old woman with a stick to 
make her climb the hill faster.” 
A meeting was held at Marysville on

MUirN'G NOTES. 


Heavy machinery is being moved into 
Candelaria, Nev. 
A large number of miners left Bodie last 
week for Tombstone District, Arizona. 
Extensive coal discoveries are reported 
from Hay creek, Dakota, 
A silver mine has recently been found 
which assays 527.000 to the ton. 
It is iu 
the town of Galena, Dakota. 
The present fine weather is making a 
stampede from Salt Lake to the mining 
camps. 
At Phillipsburg, Montana, May 8th, the 
miners seized possession of the Trout mine, 
so as to secure payment of their tvages. 
It is said that a qnartz belt has been dis­ 
covered near the Ute Reservation, from 
which gold quartz has been taken assaying 
as high as $2,000 per ton. 
The banks of Helena, Montana, are buy-' 
ing quite freely of gold dust from the 
placers adjacent. 
From $ 1,CC0 to Í-5.0CO in 
the aggregate has come in during the past 
week. 
A rich discovery has just been made at 
Tin jas, forty-five miles south of Silver City, 
New Mexico, by prospectors who, it is 
said, are staked by Chaffee of Colorado. 
Assays as high as 2,700 ounces are reported 
from the find. 
Quartz prospecting aloDg the Yuba river 
is the order of the day, says the Nevada 
City Transcript. 
There are within live 
m iles of Washington not less than fifty 
large, well developed quartz ledges that 
have never been prospected. 
The deepest mine now being worked in 
the world is said to be the Adalbert mine, 
in Australia, which is worked with a per­ 
pendicular shaft 3,280 feet deep. 
This is a 
lead-silver mine, and has been worked with 
profit for many years. 
According to reports an effort is being 
made by the Comstock compau’es to re­ 
duce miners’ wages. 
The pretext for the 
reduction is that large quantities of low 
grade ore, said to have been found above 
the level of the Sutro tunnel, cannot be ex­ 
tracted without loss while wages are $3 a 
day. 
Cheering reports are coming in from 
every mining camp and district in Utah, 
says the Salt Lake Tribune. 
W ith the 
biggest mines, the most extensive ledges, 
there is nothing to prevent the Territory 
from walking right ahead of Colorado and 
taking the front rank among the great 
mineral producers on the continent. 
A resident of Napa, says the Register, 
who recently visited the Great Western 
Quicksilver Mine, says that considerable 
ore, nearly pure cinnabar, is belrg taken 
out. Enough is in sight to keep the furnaces 
in operation fur two years. 
Some two or 
three hundred men are employed, most of 
them beiDg Chinamen. 
Owners of mines in Meadow Lake Town­ 
ship are very sanguine concerning their 
prospects, says the Grass Valley Union, and 
it is thought some valuable mines will be 
developed in that section of the county 
the coming summer. 
It is well known 
that rich deposits exist in that district, and 
if one-half the gold in the rock can be 
saved it will pay handsomely. 
So great has been the destruction of the 
forests about Leadville, Col., that the fu­ 
ture supply for mining timber is becoming 
a serious subject. 
Already that obtained 
has to be hauled long distances, and the 
cost is becoming a great drawback. 
A 
Leadville paper says that a good timber 
ranch will soon be as valuable as a mine. 
A ton of gold or silver contains 29.166.66 
ounces. 
A ton of gold is worth $602, S75. 
A ton of silver, at the present rate per 
ounce, is worth about $32,000. 
A cubic 
foot of gold weighs ),2C0 pounds, and is 
worth nearly $300,000. 
A cubic foot of 
silver weighs 600 pounds, and is worth 
about $10,000. 
The value of gold coin, 
bars and bullion in circulation in the world 
is estimated 
at 
$3,500,000,000. 
This 
would make in a mass a 25-foot cube. 
The new smelting works of the San 
Francisco Copper Mining Company at 
Spencerville, Nevada county, are nearly’ 
completed. 
Mr. Meyer, the President of 
the company, visited the mine last week, 
and expressed himself as more than satis­ 
fied with the prospects. 
Within a short 
time that section has attained much prom­ 
inence because of the success met with by 
the copper-produoing enterprises here. 
The minerB at Iowa Hill, Placer county, 
are now all busily at work. 
The Hobson 
recently cleaned up $10,000 to $12.000 
after a three weeks’ run, using about 600 
inches of water. 
The Homeward Bonnd 
had a clean-np about ten days ago, with 
but partial success, owing to the hard na­ 
ture of the ground ancf the consequent 
difficulty of saving all of the gold. 
Tney 
got $1,020. 
They expect to run until 
about June 1st, when more satisfactory 
resalta are confidently looked for. 
It is being discovered that the 8nperior 
gold belt in the Wasatch is as extensive as 
the great belt in Bingham, says the Salt 
Lake Tribune. 
It has been traced a dis­ 
tance of five miles and the croppings aver­ 
age from five to twenty feet iu width. When 
Brigham said he could stand in his harem 
doors and see more gold than the world 
could produce, people thought it an idle 
boast of a bogus prophet, but the honest 
prospector is verifyng the words of Brig 
and ¡Salt Lake county is destined t« be the 
largest gold field ever discovered. 
A few days ago a man named Roy, em­ 
ployed on the old Opliir farm, near Bowers’ 
Mansion, says the Carson Appeal, plowed 
up a quantity of amalgam. 
It was found 
in a canvas bag and weighed seventeen 
pounds. 
It probably came from some mill 
on the Comstock, at a time when thing* 
were managed rather loosely and men were 
in the habit of prowling about the place at 
night, helping themselves to what stray 
amalgam they could find, and burying it 
for safe keeping. 
It hail the appearance of 
having been buried for gome time, and the 
canvas was badly rotted. 
It was sent to 
Virginia City to be retorted. 
The Carson (Nev.) Tribune has the fol­ 
lowing in regard to Bodie : Imagine Sacra­ 
mento city iu 1850 1- 2 ; think,ye pioneers 
of San Francisco, before and after the fire* 
of 1850-1, and goto those cities and *ee 
them a* they now appear, and some faint 
idea you can form of Bodie as it is and 
what in the future it must become. 
* 
* 
From what I have seen of this wonderful 
town I conclude that before another year 
shall have passed away it will as far sur­ 
pass Virginia City in wealth and popula­ 
tion as does Virginia the town of Dayton 
at this time. 
The area of mining ground, 
as far as developed, is at least a mile 
and a half in length by nearly a mile 
in width, and bids fair to far outstrip that 
of the Comstock in dimensions and richness 
of the mineral product. 
The big lead pile at the Richmond Re­ 
finery is fast increasing in size, says the 
Eureka (Nev.) Leader, and now contains, 
approximately, 3,300 tons of marketable 
lead, which, at the price of 5 cents per 
pound, would bring $330,000. 
It is prob­ 
able, however, that the company will not 
dispose of it for less than 6 cents, at which 
figure it would return $396.000. 
W ith­ 
out. seeing this immense pile of metal it is 
impossible to form much of an idea of its 
magnitude. 
There are in the neighbor­ 


hood of 46,200 bars íd the pile which aver­ 
age over 140 pounds each. 
If run into or­ 
dinary inch piping this lot would reach 
833i miles, aud it could be distributed an 
inch thick over more than two and a half 
acres of surface. 
If cast into ounce balls 
it would furnish 4,225 rounds to each man 
of the entire standing army of the United 
States, or 25,000 men. 
It would require a 
train of 330 Central Pacific cars to transport 
the mass, which contains 9,312 cubic feet. 
1-aid end to end the 46,200 bars would 
reach a distance of 231 miles, making a 
rail six inches wide and three inches thick. 
Besides the immense pile, there is lying in 
the refiuery 1,000 tons of bullion, which 
will average $200 per ton, thus making 
the value of the lead and bullion in and 
around the refinery §596,000 at the present 
time, calculating approximately. 
Mount Grant, which rears its peak 
heavenward some fifteen miles northeast of 
Aurora, Nev., says the Esmeralda Herald, 
is attracting considerable attention at pres­ 
ent. 
A San Francisco company is getting 
ready to begin mining operations there ou 
a large scale as soon as the suow leaves, 
and will run a tunnel into the heart of the 
mountain to tap at a great depth the im­ 
mense vein which runs through the ridge 
and crops out along its crest like the back- 
fin of a shovel-nosed shark. 
Considerable 
work, has already been done along the base 
of the hill, and sufficient explorations have 
been made to warrant the belief that 
Mount Grant will, in tlie Dear future, 
yield rich returns to thora who have slaved 
and delved to unravel the mysteries of its 
internal arrangements. 
The ore íb free 
milling, of high grade ; the vein runs from 
two to ten feet in width, and possessing 
all the characteristics which denote mineral 
strength and permanence. 
There is an 
abundance of wood and watür in the dis­ 
trict. 


DOMESTICATION 
OF 
THE BUFFALO. 


The early explorers of the Mississippi 
Valley believed that the buffalo might be 
made to take the place of the domestic ox 


111 agricultural pursuits, and at the tame 
time yield a fleece of wool equal iu quality 
to that of the sheep ; but no persistent a t­ 
tempts have yet been made to utilize it by 
domestication. 
That the buffalo calf may 
be easily reared and thoroughly tamed has 
bec-n conclusively proved, but little atten­ 
tion has been paid to their reproduction in 
confinement or to training them to labor. 
During the last century they were domes­ 
ticated in various parts of the colonies anil 
interbred with domestic cows, producing a 
half-breed race which is fertile, and which 
readily amalgamates with the domestic cat­ 
tle. 
The half-breeds are large, fine ani­ 
mals, possessing most of the characteris­ 
tics of their wild parentage. 
They can be 
broken to the yoke, but are not so sober 
and manageable in their work as the tame 
breed—sometimes, for instance, making a 
dash for the nearest water, with disastrous 
results to the load they’ are drawing. 
It is 
somewhat difficult, also, to make a fence 
which shall rer-ist the destructive strength 
of their head and horns. 
But the efforts 
at tamiDg buffaloes have not been maDy or 
seriously carried on, and no attempt ap­ 
pears to have been made to perpetuate an 
unmixed domestic race. 
Probably after a 
few generations they wou’d lose their natu­ 
ral untractableness, and when castrated 
would doubtless form superior working 
cattle, from their greater size, streugth aud 
natural agility. 
“ The fate of extermina­ 
tion so surely aw’aits. sooner or later, the 
buffalo in its wild state, that its domesti­ 
cation becomes a matter of great interest, 
and is well worthy the attention of intelli­ 
gent stock-growers, some of whom should 
be willing to take a little trouble to per­ 
petuate the pure race in a domestic state. 
The attempt can be hardly regarded other­ 
wise than as an enterprise that would 
eventually yield a satisfactory and profita­ 
ble result, with the possibility of adding an­ 
other valuable domestic animal to those we 
now possess.”—[Popular Science Monthly. 


A c c o r d in g to official reports the popula­ 
tion of the Sandwich Islands amounted in 
1878 to 57,985, show ing an increase since 
the census of 1872 of 1,088.
